Edward F.Mylius, Who Wrote 
Story of Morganatic Mar- 
riage, Ordered Deported.

Defends Offense as Political.“

Ends Three Month? Trial. 

The thirty-eight men were convicted te- 
day, after a three months trial, of eon- 
epiracy against the United States govern- 
ment and of the illegal transportation of 
dynamite. 

Two of the men who were on trial were ac- 
quitted by the jury in the federal district 
court. 

Each of the thirty-eight men „ wil 
be sentenced separately. The maximum peri- 
alty is thirty-nine yeare and six months im 
prison and a fine of $10,000. Under that mazx- 
tmum the fudge can impose sentence accord- 
ing to his opinion of the persona) responst- 
bility of the men in the crimes for which 
they were tried. Should he believe any of the 
defendants innocent he can relage them.

at Los Angeles, wrote letters about them and 
referred to them as Christmas presente 
after the fatal explosion at Los Angeles, and 
that he aided in concealing evidence wanted 
in Californie. He is secretary of the Call 
fornia Building Trades council. 

Hiram R. Kline, Muncie, Ind., the other, 
was formerly an organizer for the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners in 
Detroit. 


Aftermath of Times Blast. 

Today’s convictions, coming on a scale un- 
precedented in a federal court, were an after- 
math of the killing of twenty-one persons in 
the blowing up of the Los Angeles Times 
building on Oct. 1, 1910, 

McNamara and his brother, James J., the 
Times dynamiter, are convicts in California: 
Ryan and his fellow officials, former asso- 
clates of McNamara, are federal prisoners 
here, awaiting sentence. 

Another token of the Los Angeles explosion 
came in the conviction of J. E. Munsey, whe 
was charged by the gowernment with har- 
boring James B. Me- mara for two weeks 
in Salt Lake City, while that dynamiter was 
fleeing from the scene of his crime. 


Furnished Fund to Dynamiters. 

President Ryan, John T. Butler, vice pres 
dent of the union, Buffalo; Eugene A. Clancy, 
San Francisco; Frank C. Webb, New York; 
Michael J. Young, Boston; Philip A. Cooley, 
New Orleans; Henry W. Legieltner, Denver, 
and Charles N. Beum, Mirn«apolis, were con- 
victed of having appropriated out of the 
union’s funds $1,000 a month, with which 
McNamara paid for explosions. 

Many of those convicted were charged with 
knowing only of local explosions on the work 
of contractors who refused to recognize the. 
union, but were thus brought into the general 
conapiracy charge. 

Herbert S. Hocktin, who resigned as secre- 
tary of the union only a few weeks ago, who 
was branded as “ the Iago of the conspiracy “ 
in having helped to instigate the plots and 
employing Ortie E. McManigal to carry 
them out, while afterwards “ betraying his 
fellow conspirators” to promote h own m- 
terests, stands among the most prominent of 
those convicted. He figured almost dally in 
the testimony.

If the employé was not working for his 
Present employer at the time of making the 
assignment the employer can safely disre- 
gard that so-called assignment. The latter 
almost always has been made out in blank, 
and the loan companies heretofore have 
claimed the right to fill in the name of gnew 
employer. 

In the case of Stromberg, Allen & Co. vs. 
Frank W. Hill, recently appeeled to the Ap- 
peliate court, Hill, a loan shark, cleimed his 
right to about 8880 as the wages earned and 
to be earned by the employé, Dick. At the 
time of signing the assignment Dick worked 
for the Faithorn Printing company. Later 
he went to the Stromberg-Allen company. 
A so-called assignment of wages was filed 
with the latter firm, which refused to honor 
it and continued to pay Dick his salary. 

Chief Justice Ben M. Smith delivered the 
opinion of the court, which creates a. prece- 
dent curbing the practloes by which lan 
sharks have thrived in Chicago. 


TWO.SUICIDES, THREE ARRESTS, 
SEQUEL OF VILLAGE SCANDAL. 


Grand Army Commander and Two Other 
Aged Citizens Held on Acousations of 
Boys and Girls. 


New London, Conn., Dec. 28.—{Special. ]— 
Within the last twenty-four hours three 
hitherto respected citizens of Mystic were 
arrested om charges of various degrees of 
indecency, another threw himself from a 
window and broke his neck to avoid the dis- 
grace of arrest and donviction, and a second 
suicide case was found at West Mystic this 
morning. 

Young girls and boys are connected with 
the charges against the veterans, some of 
whom are more than 70 years old. 

Nathan H. Newbury, commander of the 
Grand Army post and harbor master for 
Mystic; Stephen Duke, and Alfred A. Baker 
are the three men arrested. John Haulisch 
of Greenmanville was the man who ended 
his life by jumping from a window while the 
officers were waiting to take him to the lock- 
up.

“We have left 4 trail of thought and sug- 
gestions behind us, said Gen. Jones here 
tonight, that wil? lead evemually to votes 
for women in the state of New York. The 
country districts must belp us ti win this 
amendment for woman suffrage, which I be- 
lieve Gov. Sulzer and the legigiature will ap- 


prove. 


Count Sulzer for the Oause. 


“I know that Gov. Sulser’s resolution will 


favor woman suffrage. In a speech in New 
York not long aso he said he would be glad 
to receive us in this city, but he said it would 
be less hurtful to us physically te eome by 
train. I know he bas been in favor of the 
‘cause’ for twenty years. 


Every one will be friends of the ‘cause’ 
before. long and we are confident that the 
resolution will go through the legislature 
this yearwithout the trick, mind yuw-that 
was played on us last year.

FRENCHWOMEN WANT PLACES 
ON DEPOPULATION COMMISSION. 


Suffragist Leaders Write Minister of 
Finance Raising of Children Concerns 
Them More than Men. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIB, Vee. .- General support is being 
given by the public to an open letter written 
to Mintster of Finances Kiotsz by the preei- 
dent and secretary of the French League for 
Women's Righte urging that women be given 
a place on the commission to inquire into the 
depopulation question. 
| “The commission,” they write, “ includes 
not less than 250 members, among whom are 
doctera, university professors, government 
officials, writers, magistrates, etc. It seems 
to us in thie long list you've forgotten the 
clases of persons without whom the question 
of depopulation can hardly be investigated— 
namely: the women.”

EUROPEAN WAR IN 6 MONTHS? 


Feud with Slavs Expected to Be 
Underlying Motive. 


“EMPEROR IS FOR PEACE. 


Many Assert German or British Su- 
premacy Must Be Determined. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
BERLIN, Dec. 28.—It is the deep seated 
conviction in Germany that Europe will be 
plunged into a great war within six months. 
Military and naval men are assiduously 
propagating this gloomy view. They ire 
doing so with such persistency that large 
classes of the nation are now filled with the 
conviction that the fatherland is at last In 
the hreshold of a general conflict. 
ome hotspurs fix the date of hostilities 
for April at the latest. Others say that it 
will be postponed until summer. as the kaiser 
has given his militant Austrian ally, the 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, to understand 
that Germany will under no circumstancus 
go to war until after the celebration of Em- 
peror William's silver jubilee on June 15. 


Point to Many War Reasons. 

When the members of the war party are 
asked why war is inevitable, they say that 
it will come as the irresistible climax of the 
period of strain under which Europe bas 
lived for the last five years. 

Russian and Austrian antagonisms, they 
explain, will be the immediate cause while 
the underlying motive will be the long time 
feud between Slavism and Germanism, which 
it is argued, must be fought out sooner or 
later and may as well be settled now. 

Others assert that war must come in or- 
der to decide the burning question of Ger- 
man or British supremacy in Europe. Sul 
another theory which is being advanced is 
that Austria-Hungary, having gone to such 
enormous expenses to place its military es- 
tablishment on a war footing, now requires 
a war which shall bring in some sort of re- 
turn for its great financial sacrifices. 


Convinced Strife Is Inevitable. 

Whatever the reasons, real or imagined, it 
is a fact that millions of sane, sensible Ger- 
mene will enter the new year convinced that 
war is in sight. 

Many are inspired by a prophecy dating 
back to 1840. In that year Emperor Wililam 
I., then the young crown prince of Prussia, 
visited St. Petersburg. For his entertain- 
ment an old Russian soothsayer read his 
fuiure. He was told that three of the most 
important events in German history would 
take place respectively in 1871, 1888, and 
1913. 

In 1871 Germany defeated France and be- 
came an empire. The year 1885 was the 
three kaisers year, when the old emperor 
died, only to be followed to the grave 100 
days later by his son, Emperor Frederick. 

In 1913, the soothsayer said, Germany 
would be embroiled in a tremendous Euro- 
peon war. 

As the predictions of 1871 and 1888 came 
true, large numbers of otherwise matter of 
fact Germans believe that 1913 is to bear 
out the prophet’s forecast. 

Kaiser Stands for Peace. 

The fact cannot be too strong|) emphasized 
that the kaiser himself is standing firm for 
the preservation of peace. His popularity 
with the army and navy--if one were to be- 
lieve the irresponsible chatter heard nowa- 
Gays among the younger officers in the 
drawing rooms and at the dinner tables of 
the season—haa been considerably lessened 
‘by his insistence upon the defensive charac- 
ter of Germany's military and naval! estab- 
lisbment. 

I‘ is also pointed out that although the 
supreme war lord is exercising great influ- 
ence in the direction of peace, the army and 
navy are in a state of preparedness such as 
they have never before attained. There is 
not the slightest doubt that they are ready 
at ea moment's notice to strike a terrible 
blew in whatever direction their services 
may be required

Asks Aid of Tribune“ Readers. 

Following is Mmee. Gruitch's letter to the 
editor: 

May I be permitted to make an appeal 
through your columns on behalf of the sick 
and wounded Servian soldiers for whom I 
am seeking aid? 

It ie difficult for the publle to realize that 
even though an armistice has been declared 
and peace negotiations are in progress the 
troops that have excited the admiration of 
the whole world by their bravery and endur- 
anoe are still exposed to hardships due to the 
bitter weather and the lack of sufficient win- 
ter quarters for so large an army—nearly 
one-tenth of the whobe population of the 
Servian kingdom. In Beigrade alone there 
are thousands of wounded and prisoners. 
The regular hospitals are full, as well as 
those improvised in the schoo! buildings and 
in private houses thet have been given for 
thet purpose. 

Tells of Suffering and Distress. 

„My letters from home speak of scenes 
of suffering and distress too terrible to be 
described. Every week hundreds of cases 
are dismissed before they are fully con- 
valescent, in order to make room for others 
whose condition is much worse than their 
own and who daily arrive from the battle“ 
figids, often in the most pitifully exhausted 
candition from their wounds. Many of them 
are returning to their homes without under- 
linen, socks, or boots, 

“The need for funds to enable these poor, 
honest men, most of them humble farm 
laborers, to replace the necessary clothing 
and outfit for work is great indeed. The 
enormous outiay necessary for armament 
and for the maintenance of the troops places 
the government in a position which renders 
it difficult for soldiers to be cared for and 
pensions given until the nation’s debts are

“At Kumanovo, Prelep, Uskub, Pristina. 
Monastir, and before Adrianople, 50,000 of 
the picked Servian troops have held a long 
siege in bitter winter weather, and on the 
march to Durazzo the Serwian soldiers have 
shown all the qualities that we admire in 
human character. 

“The Red Cross society In Belgrade anda 
committee of Servian women, called the 
Serbski Kolo Sestara (Circle of Servian Sis- 
ters), have established depots throughout 
the country to distribute such funds as they 
are able to collect to the most needy. 

“The proud, self-sufficient charaeter of the 
Servian peasant is one of the things that 
Impresses the foreigner who meets him. He 


lately requires it, but just now his need is 
overwhelmingly great and any one who has 
felt the least thrill of interest for this war 
may send ald and be certain of graveful 
recognition for his sympathy and succor. 
Servian Soldiers Praised. 

“The military attachés of foreign powers 
who have followed the Servian army have all 
given high praise to the magnificent endur- 
ance and military qualities of these brave 
men. The bullock transportation, composed 
of the farmers’ carts and bullocks, the 
greater part of which had been given to the 
dause by poor men whose only fortune they 
represented, have excited universal admira- 
tion. 

The British attaché states that two Ser- 
Han oxen are capable of performing the work 
done by six during the South African war 
They attribute this to the fact that the beasts 
are fed on transported fodder instead of be- 
ing foreed to graze along the way. and that 
they were kept as much as possible in the 
eare of the soldiers to whom they belonged; 
but many of these poor beasts have been let: 
by the wayside or sold for food for the army 
and the money given freely to the itnhab- 
tanta of the towns taken from the Turks, in 
which the destitute inhabitants excited the 
pity of the victorious Servian troops, so that 
the officers and men constantly gave every 
penny they possessed to the poor women and 
ehildren. 

“The report of observers further states 
that they have never seen so few cases of 
@runkenness or other disorders usually un- 
cidenta!] to an army im active service; that 
the conduct of the troops was exemplary 
and that the Turkish prisoners were as weil 
cared for as the troops themselves; and that 
the organization of the army is extraordinary 
by reason of ita elasticity. The powers frank- 
ly admit that though they came to laugh 
they remained to praise. 

“Surely men who can win euch unquahfied 
admiration deserve the sympathy and help 
of the whole world for themselves and their 
families.

BALKAN ENVOYS 
PROTEST TURKS’ 
TERMS OF PEACE 


See in Moslem Proposal Sul- 
tan’s Hope for Mediation — 
by the Powers. 


NO GHANGE TO NEGOTIATE 


Hold That Counter Demands Are Im- 
possible; Delegates Become 
Greatly Excited. 


PARLEY OFF UNTIL TOMORROW. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—The brief session of the 
peace conference today brought the Balkan 
delegates to their feet in protest against the 
counter proposals put forward by Rechad 
Pasha in behalf of the Ottoman government. 

Turkey’s maximum demands are considered 
sweeping, and when adjournment was taken 
to Monday afternoon it was evident the Turks 
must lower their demands greatly or consent 
to negotiate on a basis of the terms proposed 
by the allies. 

If they attempt to stand by their guneor 
resort to strategy, the allies may break the 
negotiations. It Is considered not improbable 
that Turkey desires this, with the hope of in- 
tervention by the powers, which would legs 
to a European conference or mediation. The 
plenipotentiaries then could say to the Mus- 
sulman world that they yielded to the pres- 
sure of all Europe. 


No Objection to Mediation. 

The allies do not object to the acceptance 
of meditation, if it is understood that the 
mediators must respect the territorial acquisi- 
tions resulting from the war, 

It was Turkey's turn today to furnish the 
presiding officer and Rechad Pasha took the 
chair. Gen. Grulcs, the former Servian min- 
ister of war, Who was chosen secretary, read 
the minutes of the last meeting. Rechad 
Pasha then arose and calmly umfolded a 
documem, saying tha: he had the honor to 
notify the delegates of the proposals of bis 
imperial government for concluding peace. 


What the Turks Demand. 


He read the terms, which were as follows: 


First—The province of Adrianopie to 
remain under the direct administration 
of Turkey. 

Second—Macedonia to be converted into 
a principality with Saloniki as its capi- 
tal. The principality to be under the 
suzerainty of the sultan of Turkey, but 
governed by a prince chosen by the 
Balkan allles and nominated by the sul- 
tan of Turkey. This prince to be «4 
Provestant and from a neutral state. 

Third—Albania to be autonomous under 
the sovereignty of the sultan and gov- 
erned by a prince of the imperial? Ottoman 
family, who is to be chosen for a term of 
five years, with the possibility of a re- 
newal of his appointment. 

Fourth—All the islands in the Algean 
gee to remain Turkish. 

Fifth—The Cretan question not to be 
one for the decision of the conference, 
as it isa matter between Turkey and the 
great European powers. 

Envoys Highly Excited. 

The chief of the Turkish delegation, as 
chairman, could hardly control the excite- 
ment which followed. The first speaker was 
the Greek premier, M. Venizelos. The Turk 
igh conditions were so astounding, he said, 
that he could scarcely believe that they were 
meant seriously, although in so saying he 
did not intend to offend the Ottoman rep- 
regentatives. 

Rechad Pasha replied, defending the 
claims of his government. He then ex- 
pressed the opinion that the work of the 
delegates would be smoother and mutua! re- 
lations better if the press did not chronicle 
all details of the conference. 


News Must Go Abroad. 

Dr. Daneff, head of thé Bulgarian plenipo- 
tentiaries, said that all hopes of recalling 
the pfoceedings from the press being lost. he 
proposed a special tribune for the journalists 
in the hall of St. James. He dilated on the 
impossfbility of dealing with the Turkish 
demands. Rechad Pashe interrupted to ask 
why. Dr. Daneff answered that he would 
not even enter into the merits of the ques- 
tion, the Ottoman claims being preposterous 
and beyond any expectation. 

M. Miyuskovitch, the Montenegrin dele 
gate, remarked that Turkey had not even 
respected the decision of the powers. It had 
been agreed by the ambassadars’ conference 
that Albania should be autonomous under 
only the suzerainty of the sultam while 
Turkey demanded the sovereignty of the 
sultan, with @ ruling prince from the sultan 9 
family. 


Calis Whole Procedure Wrong. 

M. Madjaroff, the Bulgarian minister at 
London, declared that the whole procedure 
was wrong. He pointed out that as the 
allies had presented terms, Turkey should 
have offered real counter proposals, that is, 
real change, “Jterations, or refusals, ang 
should not have ignored them to present + 
totally different echeme 

Premier Venizelos aske1, for the sake of 
historic curiosity, that copies of the docu. 
ment which Rechad Pasha had read be given 
to the delegates. After the coples were mads 
the seasion adjourned urtil Monday.

The only birthday of importance to be ob- 
served on New Year's day is that of Adam. 
Jews and Moslems regard the first day of 
their respective years as the anniversary 
of the birth, or rather the. creation, ‘of the 
Father of Mankind, and celebrate it with all 
kinds of rejoicing and entertainment. in 
the pagan times of ancient Rome it was ob- 
gerved as a day sacred to the double faced 


| deity Janus. 


The Druids also held the first day of the 
year in particular honor and veneration, and 
even now a number of pagan superstitions in 
connection therewith have survived amons 
the peasantry of Brittany, Wales, and the 
south western counties of England. 85 


No Celebration in England. 

Perhaps the only civilized country in the 
world which no longer accords any official 
observance of New Year's day is Great Brit- 
ain. where business of every kind, of the 
state as well as of finance, trade, and in 
dustry, will be carried on as usual Perhaps 
it is ‘owing to the fact that in England peo- 
ple make Christmas the occasion of such an 
extravagant amount of conviviality and 
feasting that they have lost all inclination 
for anything further in the line of celebra- 
tion by the time of the arrival ‘of New Year's 
day. 

At every continental court the sovereign 
after attending divine service, devotesa num- 
ber of hours to the reception of all of the 
great @ignitaries and officers of the realm 
and of the foreign diplomatic corps. 


TKalser Makes Military Display. 

At Berlin the kaiser also makes New Year's 
day the occasion of a considerable military 
pc ge and his progress from the palace to 

the Zeughaus for the purpose of giving the 
parole or password of the day to the com- 
mander of the metropolitan garrison is al- 
ways attended by a vast amount of warrior 
pomp and ceremony. 

In some capitals the monarchs avail them- 
gelvces of the opportunity afforded to them 
by the necessity of acknowledging the ad- 
dresses presented to them, to deliver them- 
selves of utterances of a sensational char- 
acter. 

Thus, on one New Year’s day reception at 
Brussels, a few years. before the late king's 
death. Leopold, when the turn came of the 
legal dignitaries to present their good wishes, 
treated most of the judges and magistrates 
to the curtest of acknowledgments, and then 
proceeded to apostrophize in a most angry 
and bitter manner, the crown prosecutor for 
his activities in connection with the enforce- 


ment of the anti-gambling laws at Ostend. 


The king complairied that he, the public 
prosecutor, was absolutely ruining the place, 


and driving. all visitors away; neglecting, 


however, to add what everybody knew to 
be the case—namely : that the king was one of 
the sufferers, as owning much real estate at 
Ostend, besides being extensively interested 
in some of the principal gambling concerns. 


New Year’s Speech Caused War. 

It was also at a New Year's reception at 
the palace of the Tuileries in 1889 that Na- 
poleon III. addressed such unfriendly words 
to Emperor Francis Joseph's ambassador, 
the late Baron von Hubner, as to precipitate 
war between France and Austria—a war 
which cost the dual empire its Lombardian 
provinces and which brought to a close the 
Hapeburg rule ot Tuscany and of Modena. 

So ominous were the words of Napoleon 
UI. that on the following morning there 
was something in the nature of a panic or 
every bourse and stock exchange of Europe. 

But it is not only in monarchical countries 
that New Year’s day is officially celebrated. 
Nowhere is the day observed more extensive- 
ly than in France, and the entire nation 
abandons itself to merry making. It is cele- 
brated as a kind of universal birthday—the 
birthday not alone of Adam, but of each one 
of his descendants. 


Japanese Adopt Plan. 

Although the Japanese have hesitated as 
yet to borrow the religous faiths of the occi- 
dent, they have shown no such compunction 
in the adoption of our holidays and festivities, 
and nowhere in ths world is New Year’ sday 
celebrated with more universal rejoicing than | 
in Japan.

No vocational education system is like- 
ly to be established, nor will it succeed if 
established, unless it be wisely conceived 
in the interest of the worker as an indi- 
vidual and a citizen as well as a worker. 
Following is published an article by 
Edwin R. Wright, president of the Hu- 
noise Federation of Labor, expressing his 
views of the vocational problem as a rep- 
resentative of union labor.. 


‘BY EDWIN R WRIGHT. 
[President Illinois State Federation of Labor.! 
The worker demands industrial education, 

Seemingly the problem of the hour is: How 
shall we meet this latest demand of the 
worker without giving him real value for 
his money? 

The present agitation is not the work of 
enthuslastic schoolmasters or of long haired 
altrulsts. It is not even new. The great cor- 
respondence schools are not philanthropic 
but business institutions. For years the 
worker has striven to help himself toa better 
understanding of his craft and to a higher | 
wege. He desires to master the calling he 
expects to follow as a life work. He knows 
he never will as an individual own the factory 
or shop or mine in which he works, but he 
may become foreman or even superintendent, 
and he is willing to work for the position. 
Some day he may own the factory waned & 
ly, but—some day! 4 


Worker Tries to Learn with Brain. 
In just one trade in our state more than 
1.800 young fellows are striving to prepare | 


themselves for better positions at their chosen 


calling. It would do some of my friends a 
world of good to see the worker who has 
gained a technica) education so unselfishly 
dividing his knowledge with the less for- 
tunate worker. Sitting on the doorstep or 
leaning against the fence, teacher and pupil 
are striving to solve for themselves the prob- 
lems of modern industry. The worker is try- 
ing to learn to work with his brain as wel) 
as his hands. 

The employer shouts from the housetop for 
killed workmen, but opens his gates to com- 
mon laborers who can be taught to operate 
one machine or a little part of one industry. 
True, the employer wants a foreman or 
teacher and a few straw dosses to pro- 
tect his material annd speed up the men. 
If he can get young fellows—spectalists who 
can economize on material and time—from a 
„ vocational school,“ ready to work at cheap 
wages for practical experience, so much 
the better. He cannot hope to keep such help 
long, hence he would increase the supply. 


‘A Man with a Mission.” 

This is st a stretch of imagination. I 
know a large employer of labor in Chicago 
who, when preoccupied, takes up a bit of 
paper and scribbles on it: “A Man witha 
Mission!" A Man with a Mission!’ “A 
Man with a Mission!’ Presently he comes 
out of his trance and starts another cam- 
paign against trade unionism. 

One of his “missions” is the breaking 
down of wage scales. Another is a deter- 
mined opposition to the standard work day. 
A third, the annihilation of apprentice regu- 
lations. To accomplish this he became an 
enthusiastic champion of ‘‘ vocational edu- 
catlon.“ He runs a kindergarten and 
attempts to secure cheap help at the expense 
of society. 

Other employers do not try to hoodwink 
themselves. They frankly advoceta “ voca- 
tional education because thes nope to galn 
an advantage in the labor market. They 
want specialists that they can control, both 
in the shop and elsewhere. They have little 
use for good workmen, except as teachers, 
foremen, and “ straw bosses.” 


“Education Is Out of Joint.” 

If I stopped here I would be classed as a 
common scold or a wooden headed labor 
skate, but I don’t propose to stop before I 
present the larger view generally held by 
the workers and try to carry their ideas to 
a more fitting conclusion. 

Education is out of joint. We know it, and 
judging from the columns of space given

The teacher marks the papers after I try 
to do her work of teaching. One Illustration 
will suffice. A little girl attended a Chicago 
school some eight weeks or more. 


Mistakes Left Unexplained. 

At the end of that time it was discovered 
that not one gum in arithmetic had been an- 
ewered correctly unless by accident. The 
teacher contented herself by marking the 
sums as wrong, but had not shown the child 
how or why or where they were wrong. The 
child had accepted the situation. The sums 
were wrong. Perhaps later on in school the 
reason might be explained, but not just yet. 

Now do you realize why children become 
discouraged and beg to leave school? Just 
how many parents are there in Chicago who 
can carry their children through school in | 
this manner? Analyse the rest of the curric- 
ulum, using the same kind of a glass. It 
will do you good, and the schools good.

Measures. now in incubation propose the 
state shall repay one-half'of what Cock 
county spends for domestic science, manual 
training, vocational work, etc. \Cook county 
pays, say, half a million dollars now (yes, I 
know it is more, but let me enjoy my reputa- 
tion as a conservative), and with state aid 
this could be doubled. The half million. paid 
by the state plus the halt million from Cook 
county taxpayers would give us a magnifi- 
cent vocational school system. 

We could take the boys who now leave 
school before they complete sixth grade and 
make “ workmen’ out of them. 


What Workers Do Not Want. 

True, they have not been taught to read. 
write, spell, and have but a hazy idea of 
arithmetic, but they can be taught a trade 
in vocational schools.“ Gentlemen leading 
the present movement presumably want the 
grammar schools to teach “ vocations.” 

The workers will have none of this. They 
want the grade schools improved, not pros- 
tituted, Teach our children in classes small 
enough to give personal attention to their 
needs. Domestic science and manual train- 
ing, together with an improved study course 
based on more practical standards, will do 
very well for the present. 

Divide the high school course and give two 
years of pre-vocational work—that is, find 
out what the child is best adapted to and 
then fit the youngster for apprenticeship in 
some specified calling. 

Kindly remember that practical shop work 
and school work are entirely separate. The 
boy will learn to handle tools in the factory. 
What the school should do is to build up his 
brain to use the tools intelligenty. Don't 
duplicate. 


Carpenters’ School as Model. 

The best vocational school in the coun- 
try ie the carpenters’ apprentice school right 
here in Chicago. Here are taught Englisch. 
spelling, American history, applied arithme-

Beginnings of Moderr 
Music Shown in Orfeo. 


By Glenn Dillard Gunn. ’ 


EXT Sunday afternoon the first performance in Chicago 

of the first of all modern operas will engage the atten- 

tion of Mr. Campaniui and the artists and orchestra of 

the Chicago opera, when Monteverdi's Orfeo will 
come to hearing. The event possesses unique interest to must: 
cians and to all serious lovers of the art, since Monteverdi was 
the father of modern music, the founder of modern harmony, 
the inventor of dramatic music, and the adapter of the orchestra 
to its needs. The music of Orfeo” possibly will sound some- 
what tame and old fashioned to our ears, but it should be 
remembered that it was once regarded as anarchistic, for i 
represented the establishment of a new artistic direction begun 
by this composer in his earlier works in the madrigal form. 

This new tendency achieved fairly complete definition ig 
Monteverdi's third book of madrigals. These works were re- 
ceived by his contemporaries with much the same excited dis- 
approval that Gounod showed toward César Franck, or the 
Germans showed toward Liszt and Wagner, and the world of 
our own time has exhibited toward the music of Strauss, De 
bussy, Busoni, and Schönberg. Writing of“ The Imperfections 
of Modern Music” in 1600, Giovanni Maria Artusi referred at 
length and with great displeasure to “the deformities” of 
Monteverdi’s music, which he further described as “contrary te 
the nature of proper harmony and “as worthy of a dilet- 
tante.“ Herein it may be observed that there is nothing new iy 
criticism that is animated by the reactionary spirit. 

Monteverdi, to supply briefly such historic data as may seem 
in place, was born in Cremona in 1568. He was educated in 
that cradle of Italian music, the little court of the Duke of Man- 
tua, where, as we shall presently see, he had had many eminend 
predecessors, The vigor and significance of the musical life of 
Mantna, in which the young Monteverdi grew to maturity, may 
be deduced from the fact that 114 years before his “ Orfeo” 
was performed that city had witnessed the presentation of 
Poliziano’s lyric drama of the same name, which seems to have 
been the most important and interesting of all forerunners of 
Italian opera. An account of that work and of others that pre- 
pared the way for Monteverdi’s great achievements is well 
worth the student’s attention. 

Monteverdi went to Mantua to become a viola player in ths 
court orchestra. He became a pupil of the duke's maestro @i 
capella, Marc Antonio Ingegneri. But from the first he had 
little success as a student of counterpoint, chiefly, one may 
believe, because he was even then ardently seeking per saltum, 
a new and undreamed of style of beauty in musical expression. 
His first efforts were embodied in an unpretentious book af 
“ Canzonetti a tre voce,” which was printed in Venice in 1584. 
Their attempts at originality were construed as so many trans- 
gressions against the laws of counterpoint. When these offene 
were repeated in a second and third book they called forth tie 
unfavorable criticism quoted abore, and the war between the 
new and the old schools was begun.

Dramatic Masic Began in “Orfeo.” 


These artistic faults seem to have concerned the introduction 
of unprepared dissonances and the definite employment of those 
old and faithful friends, the dominant and diminished seventh 
and ninth chords, if one may venture to introduce these respect- 
able but no longer exciting harmonies to the glaring publicity of 
the Sunday supplement. Why not, since they have been recognise# 
for over 800 years? For in 1607 Monteverdi’s “Orfeo” was 
first presented and the critics discovered that the dramatic situ- 
ation could and did justify the harshness of an unprepared dis- 
sonance. 

The orchestra demanded by the composer was as unheard ot 
in his day as that of Strauss or Wolf-FerragH ip ours. Thirty 
six instruments were engaged, and they were used to emphasize 
the text and the action with appropriate effects of tone color 
that is, with exactly the same intention that moved Wagner two 
centuries later. Nor did Monteverdi’s innovations end with 
“Orfeo.” In 1631, having been in the employ of the city of 
Venice for fourteen years, he composed a mass to celebrate 
the cessation of the plague, and in the “Credo” and the 
Gloria be introduced the trombones, which did not make thein 

appearance in classic German music until the time of Beethoven. 
Also he is to be credited with the invention of the tremolo for 
stringed instruments, employed for the first time in his dra- 
matic interlude entitled II Combattimento di Tancredi « 
Clorinda,” which was performéd in Venice in 1624. 

The significance of Monteverdi's achievement in founding mod- 
ern and dramatic music in one and the same moment will be. 
appreciated by those who are informed as to the history of the 
art. It meant that he overthrew the school of the Netherlands, 
which had ruled in Italy for about 500 years: that he discov. 
ered for Italian music those characteristica of race that havé 
dominated it; that he ghve not only his nation but the whole 
world the musical idioms that have since prevailed. Those who 
have come after him have only amplified and expanded what 
he began, for they found every possibility of the art suggested, 
if by no means worked out, in his music. 

That Monteverdi may not seem the precocious infant of music 
it may be well to consider the conditions of which be was # 
product as they slowly ripened through the centuries and pre⸗ 
pared the moment of his coming. To those who desire to make 
a thorongh study of the subject, W. J. Henderson’s charming 
book, “Some Forerunners of Italian Opera,” is warmly recom- 
mended. For the purposes of this article a brief outline will 
suffice. Mr. Henderson defines the early liturgical drama as 
the beginning of opera, which he asserts is the child of the 
Roman Catholic church. He traces its evolution from the cere- 
monial dances of the priests and the congregation, once a part of 
the service, to the religious procession and thence to the little 
series of dramas enacted as ceremonials of holy week in all Cath« 
olie churches in the early éentures of the Christian era.

Spirit of the Renaissance. 

If the church gave music and the drama its first reviving im- 
pulse after the submersion of all humanizing influences in the 
dark ages, it also is credited with the abolition of the culture 
handed down from the Greeks and Romans because of the en- 
couragement of idolatry by the mythological subjects treated, 
The liturgical drama and the sacred represent 


ntations or miracle 
plays that evolved from it by no means replaced the art af 
the ancients. 


When the Italians began to concern themselves 
with the culture of the Greeks at the instance of Petrarch their 
own language was not recognized as a wortlry literary medium, 
and it is significant that Italian music made no beginnings 
until the national consciousness had been sufficiently otimulated 
to acknowledge the beauties of the native tonene. 

The all pervading physical vice of the period found the legends 
of ancient Greece more congenial than the stern ideals of Chris- 
tinnity, and when stimulated by the newly awakened intellectual 
appetite there resulted a state of mind defined by Symonds as 
“ esthetic Sensuality.” It is a quality not absent from Italian 
musie of the present, and, like most other Italian qualities of art. 
has been carefully copied by the Germans and the French. The 
Italians of the fifteenth century who concerned themselves with 
literature sought to transfer the mythology of Greece to an 
Italian environment.

AVE you ever stopped to think what 
a cold audience means? Have you 
ever speculated on the cost of a pro- 
duction which falls on its opening 
night? If Kn drama it is bad enough, 

t if it is musical comedy tt comes near 

ruin. 

The modern musica] comedy is the most ex- 
pensive, uncertain gamble of today. The in- 
‘gredients which make one a success are in 
‘the second disguised arid dressed in fetching 
mew clothes, and stars of country wide repu- 
‘tation are engaged, only to have the theater 
balf filled, the press antagonistic, and the box 

ce receipts paying N of the week - 
expenses. 

Take a show like “ Tantalizing Tommy,” 
for instance. That had more than the usual 
amount of plot, a clever Iwretto, the songs 
were good, and the actors live and satiefying. 
That light opera cost $10,000 a week to pro- 
Guce, quite regardless of initial expense, and 
mot one week during its run did it more than 
cover three-quarters the expense. It faded 
into oblivion in New York after a total loss 
of $28,000. 
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Again, a play starts out auspiciously. It 
Graws good houses in the smaller towns; in- 
deed, it proves a success in many ot the larger 
elties, and then collapses in New York. 

For instance, there was “The Three 
RMomeos a few seasonsago. It ran well in 
Chicago, filled the houses to the S. R O. signs

cities of that size. It went to Boston for a 
seven weeks’ run, taking in $13,000 a week 
about the best record the Colonial ever hed. 

A New York ticket agency sent its men on 
to determine the success of the pley, and on 
the strength of the report bought $25,000 
worth of tickets in preparation for the New 
York run. These tickets were given away 
like so much paper when the piece was settled 
in New York a few weeks later. It ran on, 
trying to revive the first interest, and was 
finally withdrawn with a loss of $93,000, in 
spite of all that previous good fortune. 

Look at The Count of Luxembourg. 
After running 380 successive performances 
at the Neues Operetten theater in Berlin, 
duplicating this popularity in every large 
city on the continent, and being the most 
successful light opera in London last year, 
it only faintly wins approval in Boston, and 
not at all in New York, It had a splendid 
cast, was in many ways as nrusically de- 
lightful as Lehar’s other operas, and came 
here with ea reputation already made. 
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The drama is more likely to succeed, and 
even if a play fails it is no such catastrophe 
as musical comedy. There are fewer people 
in the cast, consequently less salary to pay: 
moO costumes, the scenery need not be so 
flamboyant, the orchestra is omitted, and 
there is a chance for several companies in

Rouart collection, which brought

auen since the Doucet sale last June. 

Kenr) Rouart, an engineer by profes- 
gion, war nimeelf an artist. As he never ex- 
hibited or sold his works, the public is just 
beginning to hear of them, but he has long 
been known as a collector of rare discern- 
ment. Although he bought e few old mas- 
ters, hie collection is chiefly of the nineteenth 
century; especially he indulged in the fine 
gamble of buying the work of his contempo- 
raries, backing “his taste for Corot, Millet, 
Daumier, Delacroix, Degas, etc., at a time 
when the public was Iäferent His heirs 
now profit by his discrimination, realizing 
probably one hundred times the sum which 
he invested in these masters. 

The Burlington Magazine says that Rouart 
probably spent for his collection less . 
one-terth “what Chauchard ud ‘for th 
mixed assortments of good, dad. I “indif- 
ferent. which he bequeathed to uvre. 
Probably no such Jarge | of certain 


‘ masters will ever again come Into the-mar- 


ket. Rouart owned forty-six paintings and 
sixteen drawings by Corot, including many 
figure subjects, now so much sought after. 
Among these the Bgthing Women—Borro- 
mean Isles brought $42,000 and the Blonde. 
Young Woman $10,000. Dea Rehears- 
al for the Dance” went for $30,000 and 
Renolr’s “ Bridle Path, Bois de Boulogne” 
for $11,200.

dividing lines. The dividing lines of the 
Spaces at the aisie front will be marked by 
ornamental pillars, each bearing a sign de- 
noting the name of the product of the occu- 
Pant. 

“Other parts of the building will receive 
equally careful attention. The annex will 
be completely dressed in new material, one 
feature of which will be the mirrored panels 
of the postsand walls. The effect of these, as 
shown by experiment, will be to give the 
building an appearance of greater size, as 
“ as beautifying the surroundings. 

Particular attention is to be paid to the 
decoration of the armory this season because 
ot the fact that the makers of electric vehi- 
cles voluntarily relinquished their claims to 
space in the larger building in order that all 
makers of vehicles of that class might be in 
the same part of the show. They will occupy 
three-quarters of thé center of the main floor 
and make such an exhibit of electric cars as 
never before has been seen in Chicago or else- 
where. The remainder of the floor will be 
occupied by gasoline vehicles as heretofore. 

Those who have been familiar with the 
lofty roof of the armory will hardly recog- 
nize the building in its new dress. To all in- 
tents’ and purposes the roof will have been 
lowered thirty feet, making a far more homey 
building. It will apparently be completely 
roofed by a stained glass window of beautiful 
design, nearly 100 feet wide and 150 feet long. 
Below this all the balconies, except the first, 
will be hidden by a painted drapery. The 
upper part of the first balcony, on which ex- 
hibits are located, will be richly ornamented, 
the crowning plece in each sectlon being a 
cluster of twelve inch globes.. 

“The walls and ceiling will be dressed in 
Paneled scenery and real flowers and to such 
an extent that nothing elee will be visible. 
Hanging baskets of flowers, each basket ten 
feet in diameter, will be suspended over the 
center of the floor, and below them, mounted 
on pillars similar to those in the Coliseum, 
will be ornamented globes and transparent 


signs, which will also form a renters of the 


balcony front.“ 

The lighting of the building has been one 
of the most serious questions with which the 
management has had to deal. The show re- 
quires about twice as much light as the ordi- 
nary exhibition because of the deep colors 
of the cars and the enormous attendance of 
spectators. This year the center of the Col- 
iseum will be illuminated by 144 arc lights, 
each hung individually. This arrangement 
is necessary, both as part of the decorative 
scheme and to insure uniformity of lighting. 
Each arc will be encased In stained glass to 
correspond with the ceiling and other fea- 
tures. 

The show now has 103 exhibits of passenger 
cars, 63 of commercial cars, and about 250 
accessories. There are twelve applications

That the 1912 automobile contest season 


was not an itimoderate ‘failure was due to 


the activity of motorists in the Mississippi 
valley, Chicago furnishing impetus for most 
of the successful events recorded m this 
section. 

In the east there practically was no compe- 
tition with the exception of a few privately 
promoted race meets at Brighton Beach. 
Racing thrived in the far west, Santa Monica 
and Tacoma being the scenes of successful 
road speed tests and Los Angeles sponsoring 
at least one good speedway meet. 

The San Diego-Pheenix and Los Angeles- 
Phoenix desert races were fairly successful 
novelties. The beach races at Galveston and 
the Farm and Ranch tour through Texas 
were contests of which the south is boasting. 
Chicago, Indianapolis, Milwaukee, and 
Elgin. however, were centers around which 
most of the country’s interest revolved dur- 
ing the year, 

Four Clubs Create Interest. 

Four clubs are responsible for the interest 
which was exhibited here—the Chicago Mo- 
tor club, the Chicago Automobile club, the 
Chicago Athletic association. and the IMI- 
nois Athletic club. The Chicago Automo- 
bile Trade association was a silent partner 
of the other orgenizations in stimulating in- 
terest, but it sponsored littl competition. 

The Chicago Motor club wae responsible 
for three reliability runs, two of which were 
successful It algo produced the Algon- 
quin hill climb, a dismal failure in point 
ef entries, but successful in that two rec- 
orde were made and the famoue cup indica- 
tive thereof changed from the possession 
of Eddie Hearne to that of Frank Kulick. 

The Chicago Automobile club returned te 
the promotion fied, making up for its fal- 


ure at Crown Point in 1900 by rescuing guc-

The club also 
furnished two teams in reliability tours with 
the Chicago Athletic association, losing the 
fifth annual interclub match to Milwaukee 
and the run for the Ray end White tro- 
phies to George Ade's farm.

Airships have been brought to a state of 
perfection where trips of thirty hours, cov- 
ering 1,300 miles, without stop, have been 
made, and carrying twenty-five people. 
Fifty-two have been carried on shorter trips, 
and the ship of the eir as a commercial 
means of transport has been proved to bea 
complete success. 

‘Aeroplanes have made a speed of 112 miles 
an hour, nd others planned for endurance 
have remained in the air for over thirteen 
hours.

It is too bad that of all the world’s avia- 
tion records not one is held by an Ameri- 
can aviator or an American machine. In 
aviation America now ranks close to Tur- 
key. France has a fleet of 400 aeroplanes 
in connection’ with its army, and Germany 
has over $5,000,000 invested in aviation 
equipment. France leads in the production 
ef aeroplanes, but Germany is leader in the 
more important commercial branch of 
dirigible balioons or airships. 


America’s Aerial Progress. 

Though Burope leads by far, America has 
progressed during the last year in a num- 
ber of ways. Interest in aviation has been 
increased 100 per cent. The influence of 
aeronautical bodies and a sane press has 
put a curb on the reckless fying and devll- 
may-care tricks which have been the cause 
of so many deaths in the past. There wili 
bo ‘increasingly less of thw type of flying 


of the most successful having been put 
together in Chicego, One, the Smith steel 
fiber monoplane,. was built entirely in Chi- 
eago, including the motor, and has proved 
one of the most successful monoplanes ever 
built. It is the only entirely original mon- 
oplane built in America Which ever has 
flown and promises to be the safest ma- 
chine of its type. The machine built last 
year has flown some 1,500 miles and from 
the experience gained with it atiseventy 
miles per hour the inventor is now building 
two higher powered racers, one expected to 
do over ninety miles per hour.

CHICAGO HONORS TO HAYES. 


Takes Two National Titles.

The ultimate result of the 1912 tennis sea- 
son, at least the result most important to 
Americans, is the opportunity given players 
of this country to regain the Davis cup.

He 
was seen in the western singles at the On- 
wentsia club and later in the national! tour- 
ney at Newport. In both he achieved vic- 
tories, beating T. C. Bundy, challenger for 
the western title, at Lake Forest, and Wal- 
lace F. Johnson for the national title at New- 
port. 8 

Hayes Retains Chicago Title. 

Lecaly, Walter T. Hayes retained his 
crown. He was not defeated by a single Chi- 
cago competitor, and gave his opponents a 
merry battle in the western singles, from 
whith he was elimated by the challenger for 
the title. In donbles Hayes and J. H. Win- 
ston of Chicago proved the best pair that has 
defended the city in the national doubles for 
many years. The team eliminated the east- 
erners, Clothier and Gardner, in the fight for 
the national title, but was beaten by Mo- 
Loughlin and Bundy, who won the champion- 
ship.

ington, because of the unsteadiness of its 
youngsters under fire and the worries that 
fall to the lot of pacemakers. Griffith's kida, 
however, finished second in a hard fight with 
the Athletics. 


Athletics Fade Away. 8 

The breaking down of Connie Mack’eaplen- 
did machine at a time when it was expected 
to be in its prime wae a feature of the sea- 
son, as was the dissolution of Frank Chance’s 
wonderful Cub machine, although the latter 
aggregation could not be expected to remain 
intact much longer on account of the ad- 
vancing years of its regulars. 

At the end of the season Connie Mack had 
discarded three veteran members of his 
championship machine—Topsy Hartsel, Bris 
Lord, and Cy Morgan. The breakup in the 
Cub camp was more general. During the 
season Artie Hofman and King Cole were 
traded off, and at its finish Manager Chance, 
chief mechanician, and Mordecai Brown. 
were let out, and Joe Tinker waz disposed of 
in trade. That left only Evers, Reulbach, 
Schulte, and Sheckard of the four-time cham- 
pions on the roster. 

The Nationa! league was called upon near 
the end of the season to defend itself from 
charges of dishonesty made by the pseudo 
head of one of its clubs. Horace Fogel in an 
article prepared by himself charged that the 
umpires of the league had favored the New 
York team in their decisions and by implica- 
tion involved the league's executive in the 
mess. President Lynch called for a show- 
down and demanded that Fogel prove his 
case or get out, promising to get out himself 
if the proof was forthcoming. In the special 
session of the league to investigate the scan- 
dal Fogel announced he had resigned tho 
presidency of the Philadelphia club and es- 
caped with a resolution barring him from 
future meetings of the league. 


Players Organize. 

The formation of a new organization of 
players for mutual protection was hastened 
by the strike of the Detroit club, which re- 
fused to take the fleld to play a scheduled 
game in Philadelphia, resulting in a farce. 
The ostensible cause of the strike was the 
indefinite suspension which had been imposed 
on Ty Cobb for chastising an abusive specta- 
tor in the grand stand at the New York 
grounds. His teammates demanded the rein- 
statement of Cobb, and, being igmored, went 
on strike. } 

President Johnson dealt firmly with the 
situation and forced the Tigers to call off 
their strike without the reinstatement of 
Cobb. The trouble was followed by an effort 
to protect the players by posting signs in 
the grand stands, warning patrons that 
ejection would follow the use of unseemly 
language to umpires or players. Before the 
geason ended the Players’ Protective frater- 
nity was launched with David Fultz ae prest- 
dent. 

Four modern baseball plants of the steel 
and concrete variety were completed during 
the year. In the American league the Bos- 
tom and Detroit clubs gave their patrons 
commodious new homes, and in the National 
league Cincinnati started the championship 
year in an up to date plant of the latest and 
most approved model. The Brooklyn club 
attempted. to complete a new park in time 
for use during the year. Too many obstacles 
were encountered, but the structure was 
finally finished before cold weather set in. 


Many Changes in Managers. 

Beven of the sixteen major league clubs 
started the season with new managers and 
seven of them changed pilots either during 
the season or atits finish In the American 
league Jake Stahl of Boston, Harry Wol- 
verton of New York, Clark Griffith of Wash- 
ington, Harry Davis of Cleveland, and Jimmy 
Callahan of Chicago were the new leaders at 
the season’s outset. Johnny Kling and Hank 
O'Day were the debutant managers in the 
National. 

Before the season was over the Cleveland 
club accepted the resignation of Davis and 
put Joe Birmingham in charge of the team. 
The St. Louls Browns also switched in mid- 
geason from Bob Wallace to George Stovall. 
At the end of the season the New York Amer- 
ican league club accepted the resignation of 
Wolverton. 

The National league made no managerial 
switches during the season, but at its close 
the Boston club replaced Kling by securing 
George Stallings from Bunalo, the “incinneti 
club accepted O’Day’s resignation and se- 
cured Joe Tinker from the Cubs for man- 
ager, the St. Louis club released Roger Brea- 
nahan unconditionally, in spite of an tron- 
clad contract which had four more years to 
run, and signed Miller Huggins to replace 
him, and the Chicago club dieposed of Frank 
Chance by the waiver route to Cincinnati, 
promoting John Evers to be eucgeszor to the 
Peerless Leader. 


“ Rube ” Marquard’s Winning Streak. 

In the first half of the season Marquard of 
the Giants surpaseed all pitching records 
modern enough to be authentic by slabbing in 
nineteen successive victories, then fell irtoae 
slump which made the rest of his season 
erratic. In the American kague Walter 
Johnson of the Senators and Joe Wood of the 
Red Sox pitched in sixteen successive vie- 
tories, beating the previous American kague 
record of fourteen held by Chesbro. 

Three no hit mes were added to the major 
league list by Mullin of Detrolt against St. 
Louls, Hamilton of St. Louls against De- 
trot, and Tesreau of the New York Gianta 
against the Phillies. None of the unusual 
performances either in batting, run making, 
or the use of Whitewash excelled previous 
performances of the same kind, although 
Pttteburgh beat all modern slugging records 
by making twenty-seven hits off three Cin- 
cinnati pitchers on April 27.

II Patha Attempt to Revive Spert at 
Porter Recalled. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

Thoroughbred racing practically stood still 
during the season of 1912 in the United States; 
in fact, it almost backed up. The incentive 
to race for the purges offered in the limited 
field where racing is allowed is so small that 
only those who already possessed the tools 
campaigned strings of horses. 

The wealthy sportemen who maintained ex- 
pensive Stables during the day when New 
York, California, Louisiana, Tennessee, and 
Louisiana tracks had regularly scheduled 
meetings of pretension either have retired 
from the game or are conducting their oper- 
ations in France and Engiand. 

The exportation of valuable stallions and 
broodmares continues and bids fair to con- 
tinue until that day arrives, if it ever does, 
when running races again take a place of 
respectability in this country. 


Three Incidents of Note. 

There were three incidents of note in three 
widely separated localities where racing once 
was tolerated. The question of allowing 
racing went on the ballot in California as a 
question of public policy. Racing interests 
in advance of the election were hopeful, even 
confident of the result, The count of the bal- 
lots showed the confidence was misplaced by 
about the ratio of 8 to 2 in the total vote. 

In New York the directors’ liability law, 
as it is commonly referred to, which really 
stopped racing in the Empire state, was de- 
clared unconstitutional. The question is now 
on its way to the Supreme court. If the 
decision of the lower court is upheld, it is 
probable racing again will be attempted under 
the oral system of wagering. The obnoxious 
law held directors of race tracks criminally 
responsible for any gambling conducted on 
their premises, whether or not conducted with 
the knowledge or approval of the directors. 


Experience of Porter Recalled. 

Chicago was given its whirl at an attempted 
racing revival by promoters of the ill fated 
Mineral Springs racetrack at Porter, Ind. 
The meeting attempted there in October was 
not pretentious, but it was intended to pave 
the way fer more extensive operations in 
1913. Vice President Elect Marshall, as gov- 
ernor of Indiana, authorized the calling out 
of troops to stop the betting, and Incidentally 
the racing, after five days of a scheduled 
fifteen day meeting had been held. 

Whether the troops exceeded their author- 
ity in stopping the racing as well as clearing 
the betting ring is beside the question. They 
stopped ft and no judge was willing to grant 
an injunction restraining such action: The 
promoters assert they will make another at- 
tempt to race this coming season.

The year just passed was a remarkable 
one for Chicago swimmers, especially, as 
the local natators hold a, majority of the 
new marks made during the year. On the 
honor roll are Perry McGillivray and Harry 
Hebner of the Ilindis A. C. and Kenneth 
Huszagh and Michael MtDermott of the 
Chicago Athletic association. 

Hebner, McGillivray, and Huszagh made, 
perhaps, the best showing. of American 
ewimmers. Hebnet set neu marks for back 
stroke swimming, and with Duke Kahana- 
moku shared the honors of being the only 
winners on the American team at the Olym- 
pic games. McGillivray, however, made 
himself famous by winning the English 100 
yard championship, held at Liverpool, and 
later by breaking Daniels’ record in the 440 
yards swim, covering tne distance in 5:28 2-5, 
taking eight seconds off the former cham- 
pion’s mark. Huszagh swam fifty yards in 
28 3-5, breaking the former mark of :241-6 
held by Daniels and equating: the world’s 
record held by Wickham of Australia. 


Wonderful Improvement Shown. 

The relay records made by the Hlineis A. G 
team demonstrated the wonderful tmprove- 
ment shown by the American swimmers dur- 
ing the year. The marks made in the 400 and 
500 yard team races in which five mea aver- 
aged 100 yards in a Httle more than :58 proves 
that America’s advancement in swimming 
ia due not to the work of any particular star 
but of the healthy improvement of the many, 

In other words, Amerida, and especialy 
Chicago, is turning out more swimming stars 
than any other country. Thet America did 
not win the Olympic chatmplonshipés may be 
laid to the fact that the swimming team was 
limited to nine men while all other countries 
that were represented haf teams that num- 
bered as high as sixty. —

Thirty-eight track and field records were 
broken or equaled during 1912. Of this num- 
ber thirty-one marks were shattered and 
seven tied. In track events records in seven- 
teen events went by the boards, and on the 
field fourteen marke were hung up. The 
total number exceeds that of 1911 by seven. 

Competition in the Olympic games resulted 
in eight new world’s records, the largest num- 
ber ever made in such contests. Only seven 
of these are regarded as Olympic marks. The 
eighth was in the 880 yard run, in which James 
Meridith clipped the time after lowering the 
record in the 800 meter event. 

America for the fifth time succeeded in 
wresting the world honors from the other 
nations, scoring seven less points than all 
the ether countries combined, On total 
scores, which included all competitions, Swe- 
den won first place, beating the United States 
by four points. America took twenty-five | 
firsts and Sweden twenty-three. 

Chicago is represented by one champion in 
Walter Dray, the former Yale athiete, Dray 
vaulted 12 feet 5% inches for a new indoor pole 
vault record at the First regiment games.

Russian Takes First Prize in 
Four Great Tourneys. 


WESTERN TITLE TO ELLIOTT 


Lands Honors in Most Important Meet 
of 1912 in This Country.

In the annals of chess, 1912 will be known 

as Rubenstein s year. By winning chief hon- 
ors in four great tournaments the Russian 
champion gained an undisputed place in a 
class of his own. 

At San Sebastian, Spielmann finished the 
first half of the tournament undefeated, and 
with a lead of three games. Then Ruben 
stein’'s steadiness and endurance began to 
tell. Spielmann weakened, and in the last 
round was passed by the untiring Russian. 

The final score was: Rubenstein, 12 
6%; Spielmann and Niemzowitch, 12—7; Dr.

Deaths of the Year.

Loan Shark Legally Helpless. 

One of the most important results achieved 
by the bureau has been the enlightenment 
of the public as to the legal helplesenc ss of 
loan sharks. The business of collecting 
usury is founded on intimidation and bluft- 
ing and the camapign of THE TRIBUNE has 
so educated its readers that the threats of 
loan sharks no longer influence them. 

In personal property loans it 18 customary 
for the shark to threaten to walk in and 
take the property away if certain sums are 
not pald at a certain time. As a matter of 
fact, he ie absolutely powerless to toush the 
property without an order of court and he 
cannot obtaln such an order without making 
a sworn statement showing that some of the 
principal of his loan is still unpaid. Not 
only this, but after the principal and legal 


interest have been paid he is subject to pros- 
\ eeution and fine if he refuses to release his 


mortgage. 
The situation ae to salary assignments is 


more favorable to the shark, but even in this 
case the experience of the Anti-Loan Shark 
bureau has shown that a large majority of 
the assignments fled by sharks are utterly 


void and should be disregarded by em- 
ployers. 
Ss * 
One Particularly Bad Feature. 

A particularly vicious feature of the loan 
shark industry in Chicago is the active 
participation in it of some members of the 
IHinots bar. This participation is in two ware 
—by lawyers acting as counsel for loan 
sharks, and by lawyers engaging in the bus! 
ness themselves. The first instance is theo 
reticaily proper, as it is a duty ot a lawyer 
to see that even the worst criminal is legally 
dealt with; but as this relationship usually 
works out in the cases brought to the atten- 
tion of the anti-loan shark bureau the lawyer 
who represents loan sharks habitually be- 
comes a partner with them in law evasion 
and extortion. | 

The evil of having members of the bar 
actually engaged in the loan shark business 
is sO apparent that through the bureau com; 
plaints were filed with the Chicago Bar as 
sociation against three such lawyers. After 


careful consideration of the cases and in 


spite of a hard fight on the part of the la w+ 
yers the Bar association began disbarment 
proceedings against two of them before the 
state Supreme court. 

The third, Elliott R. Goldsmith, escaped 
similar action by showing that he has never 
been admitted to the Illinois bar, but simply 
posed as a lawyer in Chicago without author 
ity and was in reality a common, ordinary 
loan shark; nothing more. As he had not 
been admitted to the bar, he could not be 
disbarred. although he posed in the Chicago 
legal directory and in the telephone directory 
as a lawyer. 

The two attorneys whose disbarment is 
now sought are Sidney Carr Carroll and 
Leo W. Wheeler. Attorney Carroll is one 
of the most important, if not the most im- 
portant, loan shark in Chicago. He owns 
and operates several concerns in Chicagp 


and at least one in New York, Greer & C. 


and Lloyd & Co. are two of his Chicagp 
aliases. i 
898 * 
Under Guise of Savings Banks. 
Attorney Wheeler owns and operates th 
State Finance company. The advantage o 


his dual personality—loan shark and lawyer 
—have been strikingly Ulustrated in cases 
which have come to the attention of the 
bureau. He, as the State Finance company— 
loan shark—would turn over to himself as 
Leo W. Wheeler—lawyer—a case for the col- 
lection of usury which no respectable lawyer 
would take. Then he as Leo W. Wheeler, 
lawyer, would send to the victim threatening 
legal documents appearing most legal and 
formal but in reality mere dum notices ”’ 
such as are used by crooked collection agen- 
cies to intimidate the ignorant. 

Another vicious feature of the loan shark 
industry in Chicago is the operation of sharks 
under the guise of savings banks. This evil 
is particularly prevalent in the foreign colo- 
nies of the city, but even in such a community 
as Englewood an out and out loan shark in- 
stitution has flourished under the name of 
South Side Savings bank. This bank 
was exposed by Attorney Jerome J. Cermak 
of Tus Tripuns Anti-Loan Shark bureau as 
having extorted from a man and his wife 
$850 more than the principal and legal inter- 
est on a loan of $150. The bank” is, of 
course, @ private bank and is made up of 
Lewis E. Crews. Loron H. Bronte. and John 
E. Breen, all experienced loan sharks. The 
savings bank feature is carried out in a man- 
ner almost ludicrous. When the victim gets 
a loan he is given a neat little savings bank 
book in which it is recorded that he has over- 
drawn his account to the extent of whatever 
sum in excess of principal and interest the 
sharks have decided to charge him. Each 
payment on this usurious and filegal debt 18 
entered in the book as a deposit and promptly 
canceled against the alleged indebtedness.

A System of Endless Usury. 

The South Side Savings bank has been ex- 
posed, also, as working with cther loan 
sharks in the vicious system of drivme dert- 
ors deeper and deeper into debt and wrmr- 
ing from them almost endless usury—known 
as the endless chain system or the trans- 
fer game In a case handled by Attorney 
Morton T. Culver of the Anti-Loan Shark 
bureau and in which he recently won a sig- 
nal victory before Judge Beltler, there was 
eviablished an invaluable precedent which

may stop this evil. This game was worked 
as follows: 

A widow borrowed $250 from Frank W. 
Hill of Oak Park, former president of the 
loan sharks’ agsociation. and paid on it until 
a lartze part of the principal had been dimin- 
ished. Failing to make a payment, Hill 
refused to carry her account any further 
and insisted on her pdying him tmmediateiy 
the total amount claimed due. This was done 
by his taking her to another loan shark whe 
pretended to pay Hill all the principal an 
usury he claimed. The widow then began to 
pay the second shark inetaliments not on 
on the origina! money she had received but 
on the usury Hill had charged, and on the 
additional usury charged by the second shart 
for paying usury to the first one. 

This pyramiding of usury upon usury, the 
forcing of transfers, and the making out of 
new papers just before the victim is paid 
up on any particular transaction resulte n 
incredible extortion. 

Skiliful loan eharks ir ne case, now being 
fought by Attorney Roy C. Merrick of tha 
bureau, succeeded m terung $897 from 
one man on an original wan of $20, and had 
additional claims against the man amount- 
ing to aln.ost $200 were The ‘ transfer

Attorney Rolla R. Longenecker of the Anti- 
Loan Shark bureau has devoted a lar 
amount of time to breaking up the unecrup- 
ulous nest of loan sharks headed by Minni- 
C. Young and Frank L. Miller, which has 
long operated among the stockyards laborers 
at Root and Halsted streets. 

Attorne’s James M. Sheiden and Albert G. 
Miller of the bureau are similarly engaged 
in smashing the combine of loan sharks to 
which the South Side Savings bank belongs. 
This dank coiperated in a case now de- 
fore Judge Kickham Scanlan of the Cireu‘t 
court with the Half Rate Loan company, the 
City Loan company. the Léncoln Lean com- 
pany. and the Chicago Loan association, all 
notorious shark concerns.

AD it not been for a panic we had

“Respectable Capitalists’ Exposed. 
The Chicago loan association, as an or- 
@anization, makes the most of the privi- 
lege given to it by several Chicago news- 
Papers of buying advertising in their col- 
umns. It advertises without the faintest 
foundation in fact that it is organized and 
maintained by Chicago business men to aid 
Small borrowers. It is in reality the tool of 
the notorious Milwaukee shark, Woodworth. 
Exposure of the real owners of loan shark 
institutions has been a most important fac- 
tor of the work of the bureau. Through 
prosecution of the cases in the court of 
Kenesaw M. Landis, judge of the United 


States District court, for instance, two men 


who posed as respectable capitalists in the 
-@istricts in which they reside on the north 
side, Were revealed as loan sharks of the 
worst type. These men were Charles F. 
Kimball and Luman B. French, millionaires, 
‘who own numerous loan shark institutions 


under various aliases in Chicago and New 4 


York. . 
Another case before Judge Landis revealed 
the fact that William Dinsmoor Card, a 
members of a stock exchange firm and 
prominent north sider, bad been long en- 
gaged in the loan shark busir\s. Mr. Card

Judge Landis has fought the loan sharks 
harder, probably, than any other man in 
the United States. His battle with them has 
been. continuous for many years, until now 
it is rather difficult to get a shark into his 
One great phase of the loan shark problem 
still unsolved is that of the attitude of em- 
ployers. A large preportion of the usury 
collected in Chicago is obtained by the sharks 
' because of the refusal of employers 
have a rule that the filing of an 


for the discharge of the employé against 
whose wages it is filed, 

Sharks know this and use the fear of loss 
of position to extort from employés sums 
not due. Few employers make any effort to 
determine whether assignments filed with 
them have any legal effect whatsoever, but 
credit the claims of a class of people they 
know to be crooks and lawbreakers, as 
against the statements of their own em- 
ploy6 No laws or agency can help those 80 
unfortunate as to be working for such selfish 
employers. 

* 
Statement on Progress of Cases. 

Mr. Trude gave out a statement on the dis- 
position of loan shark cases, es follows: 

“On Dec. 1 the files in Mr. Trude’s office 
showed that 646 cases had been settled. 
Each case has at least two loan sharks te the 
victim, or it would make in the neighborhood 
of 1.300 separate loan shark accounts. 

We have pending at the present time 
approximately 400 cases, some of which have 
been settled, but the papers have not been 
called for. These pending cases approximate 
800 separate loan shark accounts.

In addition to all this, many cases have 
gone to the attorneys for the bureau direct, 
the victims having read of them in the paper.

ERE! are two letters I want you to 
read. The contrasting points of view 
make them interesting reading, dont 
you think? 

* How frequently we hear some 
woman discouraging stenography as a busi- 
ness pursuit for girls because occasionally a 
stenographer finds a position in a private 
office or small business where che takes die- 
tation and performs her work in an office 
where there is some lone man! 

“ What sort of material are girls made of 
if their mothers must keep them at home lest 
by going out in business they might de 
thrown into the companionship of some bus!- 
ness man whose time is usually too much 
taken up with work to trouble himself with 
anything ovtside of work and conversation 
relative to'thé business, Surely a mother 
with such ideas has seen but little of life 
herself and has had dealings only with very 
strange meh. 

“The study of stenography fits the girl 
for the offiee of private secretary and many 
other positions of importance where she is 
held in the highest esteem for her business 
ability and her many woman qualifications 
and graces: 

“It is the stepping stone to success and 
gives a girl an insight into business, and lite 
generally, that she could not secure unless 
she comes in contact with business cond!- 
tions and all classes of people. 

“Any sort of work in a business house Is 
worth much to a girl. Women generally 
have too little knowledge of business and 
are, therefore, much handicapped if thrown 
on their own resources later in Hfe. Ste- 
nography leads over all other lines by which 
to make a beginning and a successful finish.

“TY certainly think that stenography is the 
best business for a girl to learn, providing 
she takes it up with a view te becoming pro- 
ficient and is not afraid of work. Of course, 
the businmegs of stenography is pretty well 
crowded, but there is always room for stenog- 
raphers ot the higher grade, and these are 
capable of getting positions at all times and 
commanding a salary ranging from $12 to 
$18 a week. 

„The opportunities connected with this line 
of work make possible the position of pri- 
vate secretary or office manager. These po- 
sitions are open to the competent stenog7a- 
phers who have been in the employ of a com- 
pany long enough to prove their trustworthi- 
ness and ability. 

„Once 4 stenographer always a stenogra- 
pher does not hold any more than it does 
with any other line of work. You cannot 
hold a good man or woman down, no matter 
what line of work they take up. 

“ Stenogtaphy, of course, is a line of work 
which has its responeibilities and a certain 
amount of monotony attached to it.

The importance of this difference Is illus- 
trated in the experience of one big whole. 
sale house in this city where the entire force 
of sales correspondents is reerulted from the 
ranks of personal salesmen. 


Previous to five years ago this house prac- 
ticed the reverse method of turning corre- 
spondents into salesmen. But within the last 
five years, since the change, the volume-of 
its mall sales has quadrupled, in proportion 
to expense. When these men write ga les 
letters they invariably see the man to whom 
they are writing, and their letters have 4 
personal, confidence getting ring to them 
which is impossible to the writer, no matter 
how skillful he might be as a word artist, 
unless he knows in a personal way the man 
to whom he writes. | | 

No man can give his letter just the right 
Personal ring and inducement unless he 
knows the addiresgee’s viewpoint. The first 
great requirement, therefore, is that the cor- 
respondent must be able to think and fee! 
about his proposition just as do the people to 


‘whom he writes. 


* 
Meeting Mail Customers. 

There are ways of getting a knowledge of 
the addressee other than actual life experi- 
ence with or personal seliing to the people 
to whom the appeal is made. The farmer 
visits the mail order house in the big city, 
while the merchant finds it profitable to visit 
the wholesaler and the manufacturer or the 
manufacturer’s agent.. The correspondent 
should lose no opportunity to meet these 
men, get acquainted with them. wait on 
them, and study them, especial!y the way 
they choose and look at merchandise. 

One director of mai! sales in Chicago has a 
requirement that each of his thirty mall 
salesmen must spend at least one day each 
week out on the floor in the sample rooms 
Selling goods in person to those who come 
in from small towns—the men they sell to. 
This weekly change of 
work is good for the correspondent in more 
ways than one. 


Realizing the importance of this knowledge, 
one mail salesman last summer spent his 
vacation visiting the stores of men he thought 
were typical of the kind to whom he sold. 
When he got back he réinforced this knowl- 
edge by frequent contact with visiting mer- 
chants, and as a direct result of this the 
increased results of his work have added 
50 per cent to his salary within six months.

Selling by Mail Hard Job. 

The mail sales man must develop the knack 
o giving his words an original twist that 
avoids all stereotyped phraseology. He ought 
to be a student of psychology and of words as 
well as of human nature. Amd last, though 
not least by a long ways, the successful mail 
salesman must be a harsh self critic. 


Selling by mail is not the vocation that an 
egotist can follow to advantage. Such men 
stand a better chance in the personal selling 
game—provided they are fortunate enough 
to work umder a sales manager whois able to 
turn that egotism into confidence. 

Most of these qualities that make a good 
mail salesman can be acquired. Many men 
have all the characteristics except the words, 
They find English composition a herculean 
task—even good talkers often find it hard to 
dictate. But efficiency in the use of words 
with most men is a matter of practice and 
hard work. Many men who find it hardest to 
write a sales letter make the biggest success 
of it. 

Looking at it from all angles, selling by 
mail is about as hard a task as any man 
wants to tackle. A vast army of men are in 
this vocation, but relatively few of them can 
be termed real successes. For this reason 
and because selling by mail usually might 
be made much more economical than per- 
sonal selling, there is uniimited opportunity 
in this field even for the man with ordinary 
general salesmanship ability if he is looking 
for hard work.

Few.who own property care to become ten- 
antsagain. And most all of them have much 
pride in telling about what they have done 
while they are getting the home pald for. 
For instance, there was one young man 
working, on a salary of $25 a week. His fam- 
ily consisted of two girls, 6 and 8, his wife, 
and himself. They bought a bungalow for 
$8,000, paying $500 down and agreeing to 
pay $25 a month. The interest, insurance, 
taxes, etc., brought this up to near 840 a 
month, 

They had to do without some o. the lesser 
enjoyments, but they found it an easy matter 
to live well and pay out. | 

But the young man was ingenious. They 
were rather short on furniture. So he made 
it.. And it was better to their taste than if

they had bought it. He made a num 
ber of chairs and little benches for 
the children out of ordinary dry goods 
boxes. He understood some of the princi- 
ples of decorating, and after he had stained 
and grained the chairs and benches they 
were unique. He built a couple of circular 
stationary benches in the corners of the 
parlor—which was the general playroom— 
and a writing desk and other playthings for 
the babies in the same manner. 

From lumber that had been left over in 
the construction of the house he made two 
big beds. These he enameled, and he says 
they beat any bed he ever bought. With the 
money he thus saved the family bought any 
number of little things that would have been 
denied if the furniture had been purchased 
and he had the pleasure of making these 
things, which wes not a little. 

This man had a pretty fair salary. But here 
is a couple that got along and now owne nice 
home on much less. The husband was earn- 
ing $60 a month. They had saved $475. They 
bought two lots outside the city limits for 
$275. They paid $175 down and agreed to pay 
$5 a month on the balance. They figured

on a four room house, but at first bullt only 
two rooms. It cast them $127 to put up these 
two rooms. It was a barren little shanty, 
but it was home. 

Inside of a year they had paid for the lots 
and in the second year added a porch and a 
cement foundation. Then they sold the 
house for $1,200. The profit was two years’ 
rent and $470. They bought another lot out- 
side the city Umits, bullt a four room cottage 
for $900 and bought some furniture. Two 
years afterwards they sold the cottage for 
$1,650, purchased a $900 lot on a paved street 
and bullt a modern six room house. 

These are instances which show how some 
people have become property owners.

How to Open a Dry Goods Store. 


Selection of Stock and Terms of Credit Main Essentials. 


By W. F. HYPES.'

OR the wide awake young man who 

believes in himself and his ability to 

make good, there are few more lucra- 

tive and pleasant vocations than oper- 

ating a retail dry goode business. If 
the young man has had actual experience 
with some well managed dry goods establish- 
ment his road to successful achievement is 
almost sure. |The retail dry goods business 
is a standard enterprise, one that always 
will be recognized as one of the leading voca- 
tions. People must have dry goods, and the 
man who deals in necessities fares better 
than the one who confines himself to novel- 
ties or special lines. 

Sales managers for the various territories, 
acting in conjunction with the credit de- 
partment, usually know where there are 
opportunities where a young man of natural 
ability and experience and some capital can 
be put in touch with a successful business. 

Jobbing houses are interested in the suc- 
cess of such enterprises, for it is their busi- 
ness to acquire and build new accounts. For 
that reason they keep closely in touch with 
possibilities in the various territories, and 
the young man who seeks their advice and 
guidance can usually be located, either by 
purchasing an established business or an in- 
terest therein or by opening a new store in a 
town where there is an opportunity for suc- 
cess. 

* 


Locality Governs Stock Selection. 

The prospective merchant must first ar- 
range his affairs with the credit department 
and after arrangements with relation to 
financial matters have been completed he will 
be introduced to the general salesman who 
covers the territory in which he expects to 
locate. 

The first thing to be considered, and one 
of the most important of all, is the class of 
merchandise that will be in €emand in the 
community in which he expects to engage 
in business. 

If he desires to go into the far west and 
has little or no experience in that section of 
the country, the sales department handling 
that section of the territory can give him 
most valuable advice as to the character of 
the merchandise to be chosen, the amount of 
his purchase depending largely upon the 
population tributary to the town. They would 
endeavor to give a beginner as complete an 
assortment as possible, limiting him to quan- 
titles consistent with the amount of his 
business in each line, advising him to be con- 
servative in his purchase until he has thor- 
oughly tried oft the territory and ascer- 
tained the demand for certain goods in his 
locality. Thus the danger of overstocking on 
slow moving merchandise would be prac- 
tically eliminated. 

There is a most appreciable variance in 
the different sections of the country as to the 
character of merchandise used by the con- 
sumer. Some articles that sell well in Ohio 
do not command any sale at all in Washing- 
ton or Oregon. The young man who has 
clerked in a retail dry goods store and 
learned the business in a general way seldom 


Profits in Poultry 


o make the most out of a back yard or 
Small phultry plant it is advisable to 
cater both to the utility and fancy side 
of the business. On a small scale they 
work well together and make it possible 

to have a steady income the year around. 
The faney trade is seasonable and if no at- 
tention is paid to the utility end there will 
be several months in the year when every- 
thing goes out and nothing comes in. For the 
beginner with little capital the expense item 
in the off season will present a hardship and 
ofttimes discourage him in his endeavors. 
He must find some way to overcome this 
drain upon the small treasury. The market- 


ing of table eggs and poultry will solve this 


problem satisfactorily. : | 
Beginners who are contemplating the 
breeding ot a fancy strain should therefore 
not overlook the utility qualifications of the 
breed or breeds to be chosen. There are some 
varieties of poultry which are ornamental 
and nothing else, They are beautiful in ap- 
pearance, exceptionally pleasing to the eye, 
but as layers or table fowls they are far from 
proſitable.

Don't Raise Serubs. 
Poultry fanciers, who raise poultry for 
pleasure only and who have the necestary 


money to spend on such a hobby, can keep 


such ornaments of the poultry family, but 
‘those who must of necessity depend upon the 
flock to pay the feed bills, etc., will find it

Follow Your Wholesaler’s Advice. 

Here is where the advice of his wholesaler 
becomes one of his most valuable assets. 


Without such guidance he probably would. 


stock up with quantities of merchandise that 
would of necessity be permitted to depreciate 
on his shelves and counters. In other words, 
he would be handicapped with dead stock. 

There are, to be sure, many lines of staple 
merchandise in every stock in the country 
from Maine to California, but in selling the 
new merchant extreme care would be exer- 
ctsed in choosing a stock best suited to his 
particular localfiy. This stock would be 
representative in assortments and in quan- 
tities, unpretentious, perhaps, but at the 
same time sufficient to permit of his making 
a favorable impression on his firet introduc- 
tion to the buying public. 

The amount of credit issued to a prospec- 
tive merchant would, of course, depend upon 
the amount of capital he has toinvest. The 
greatest mistake a beginner could make 
would be to tie himself up with an over- 
stock or with an abnormal expense for 
fixtures and other opening incidentals which 
would prevent him from buying his mer- 
chandise on a cash basis, or, to be more ex- 
piitit, to do anything that would prevent 
him from taking his cash discounts promptly 
and regularly. 

Another strong feature for the new mer- 
chant to consider is the necessity for estab- 
lishing the best lines of merchancise pro- 
curable in each class of goods and to adhere 
as strictly as possible to this policy. To buy 
merchandise of a great number of houses is 
not a good business move for even the mer- 
chant of many years’ experience to make. 
Therefore, it is even more disadvantageous 
to the beginner to take such a step. He 
perhaps might save a few dollars in buying 
his stock indiscriminately, but in the long 
run he would find himself burdened with a 
badly assorted stock, and in a short time his 
shelves would present such a conglomerate 
mass of odds and ends that his stock, if 
forced to a sale for any reason, would bring 
a low price. In other words, the man who 
wil? establish certain lines and fill in on those 
lines as occasion demands, confining himself 
as closely as practicable to such a policy 
always will have a representative stock in 
such good condition that he can in an 
emergency realize almost 100 cents on the 
dollar. 

* * 
Visit Central Market Often. 

The matter of operating expenses, such as 
advertising, clerk hire, store fixtures, and 
insurance, should be carefully considered 
and kept within a reasonable amount. This 
is another instance in which the counsel 
of the wholesaler ie indispensable to the 
young man who contemplates launching a 
retail dry goods store. The percefitage of 
total expense to gross profit must be ar- 
ranged to allow a reasonable margin of 
profit on the investment and at the same

advantageous to combine both fancy and 
utility qualifications when making the selec- 
tions. 

A poultry. raiser who depends upon both 
branches of the busirees will cull his flock 
more closely and thus help to improve the 
quality of standard varieties both for fancy 
and utility purposes. Upon him we must 
depend in a great measure to improve the 
laying qualities of our many breeds of pure- 
bred poultry, and to combine both beauty and 
utility in the same bens. 

Au of this leads me back to the oft repeated 
advice, never start with scrubs or a mixed 
breed. If finances are limited buy less fowls, 
eggs, or baby chicks to start with, but what- 
ever you buy let it be a good breed from a 
good strain and from a reliable breeder. To 
buy anything else will result unprofitably and 
disappoint in the end. The start mesos all 
and upon this depends your future success or 
failure as the case may be. 

Fancy buildings are not necessary: better 
spend less for these amd more for the occu- 


pants of such buildings. Remember it is the

Frequent visits to such a market as Chi- 
cago affords will be incalculably helpful to 
every merchant in this line, not necessarily 
for the purpose of making purchases alone, 
for he will find it most advantageous to 
place many of his lines in advance of the 


season in order that his customers may be 


assured of the newest and best things each 
season, but new things can be picked up on 
such visite to the market and innumerable 
ideas may be obtained in a visit to the re- 
tail stores in State street. Here he will get 
ideas as to how to fix his windows and trim 
the store. He also can get many heipful 
selling ideas from conversation with the 
people in these retail stores and with other 
merchants. 

The matter of attractive window displays 
is most important to the progresisve dry 
goods merchant. A walk along State street 
should give the young metchant some splen- 
did general ideas as to how his merchandise 
should be displayed, for if he desires to make 
the most of his stock he surely wants to put 
out the most effective window displays pos- 
sible. Ledge trims, interior decorations, 
harmony of artistic displays ever should 
engage his attention. 

The old habit of having merchandise tucked 
away under counters and in stock boxes long 
go became obsolete. The great increase in 
the volume of sales enjoyed by merchants 
today is directly attributable to the effective 
displays in the windows of retail stores as 
well as to the education the buying public— 
especially the woman contingent—has re- 
ceived through the medium of these dis- 
plays and through reading the up to date 
fashion journals. 

The retail merchant who anticipages the 
demands of his customers can add largely to 
the. volume of his business by employing up 
to date methods.

Pointers for Beginners. 

Briefly, the points to be considered by the 
young beginner are: 

Establishing and maintaining his credit. 
discounting all merchandise purchased. This 
is the basis of success and the foundation of 
profit. 

Keeping his stock well assorted, but in 
quantities small enough to enable him to 
take advantage of all the new lines of mer- 
chandise, and purchase the novelties of the 
seasons, for the frequent arrival of new goods 
stimulates the interest of the sales people. 

Keeping absolute good faith with his trace. 

Making no promises that he cannot fulfi’] 
to the letter. 

Avoiding misrepresentation. 

The beginner should seek the counsel of 
experts in his particular line of business No 
matter what the scope of his experience 
may be, he always can find it profitable to 
talk over matters with men who have de- 
voted years of their lives to acquiring prac- 
tical knowledge of business routine and con- 
duct. These men have the broader view of 
things and they have defined details In their 
proper relative proportions. Their advice 
is invaluable because they have not only the 
interest of the beginner in mind, but their 
own advancement and business gain as well.

HICAGO.—{Back to the Land Pu- 
reau.}~—Can you give me any infor- 
mation in regard to the land and 
market conditions in Tehama county, 
California? I would like informa- 

tion in regard to what is known as the May- 
wood colony, of which Corning is the cen- 
ter. Are conditions there such as to war- 
rant one in going into the poultry business 
en a large scale, raising poultry anc eggs 
for the market? Can you tell me whether 
the United States government has an Irriga- 
tion project under way there and whether the 
water of the Sacramento river will be avall- 
able for irrigating the land in this colony? 
What are the climatic conditions there? I 
have been told that this is one of the most 
fertile pieces of land in the valley, that or- 
anges are never hurt there by frost, and that 
they mature six weeks earlier than they do 
in the Los Angeles district. Definite in- 
formation will be greatly appreciated. 
E. J. M. 
Tehama county is twice as large as the 
state of Rhode Island, so it is difficult to give 
general information which will apply to all 
parts of it. Conditions around Corning, how- 
ever, are typical of the northern end of the 
Sacramento valley. The summers are hot 
and rainiess. A long growing season occurs 
with little damage from frosts. The aver- 
age rainfall is about twenty inches. The c- 
mate is favorable to the production of a 
great variety of fruits. The population of 
the county in 1910 was 11,000. Corning has a 
population of a little less than 1,000. Its ele- 
vation is about 3,000 feet above sea level.

. Corning a Prosperous Colony. 

The agricultural development of Tehama 
county has been held back by the large 
‘ranches and grain farms. In the vicinity of 
Corning, however, the land hag been subdi- 
vided and sold in small tracts since the early 
"90s and a prosperous colony is the result. 

Irrigation is found in parts of the county, 
but the greater part of the fruit and grain 
is produced without it. The principa! fruits 
raised are peaches, prunes, apricots, figs, 
almonds, olives, peara, and grapes. 

The county has been the scene of a number 
ef colonization failures. Dry, elevated lands 
where fruit could not thrive without irriga- 
thon and where irrigation was impracticable, 
were gold in small tracts as orchard land, 
and the result ie a considerable number et 
abandoned orchards. These lands, however, 
would produce good crops under dry farming 
methods 

Several cars of citrus fruits are shipped 
from Corning each year, but the future ex- 
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Maywood ioam ts treetess, but a 
willow and cottonwood, with some 
usually found in the beds of the 
A better growth of native 
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| an endeavor has been made to 
meke this a dry farmed fruit soil. Peaches, 
pears, figs, olives, prunes, and almonds have 
been planted and tended with varying de- 
grees of success. Many orchards were 
abandoned soon after planting; others were 
brought to maturity by indifferent methods, 
to be then abandoned. Principal amongithe 
for such discouraging results were 
the attempts made by nonresident landown- 
ers to plant and care for orchards by con- 
tract. There are scattering orchards o- 
upon the most favorable portions of 
the type which have been handled by careful 
methods and thorough cultivation. They 


Dry Summer Taxes Soil. 

Amid such a mags of varied results a few 
facts have become apparent. If the May- 
wood loam is to produce dry farmed fruit 
profitably it can only be by use of the most 
carefu) methods upon its best phases. While 
the type is fairly well adapted to dry farm- 
ing methods, the long dry summer severely 
taxes the capacities of the best adapted 
soils to produce fruit without irrigation. 
Certain failure faces every careless or m- 


competent effort. Figs, almonds, and olives 


seem to be most resistant to weather con- 

ditions upon this type when abandoned. An 

excellent quality of peaches for both can- 

ning and drying is produced upon this soil, 

Profits must always remain rather meager 
as long as the type remains unirrigated. 


“Some water is available for pumping, 
but can never be secured in sufficient quan- 
tities to irrigate any large part of the type. 
Such water as has been developed in this 
way gives good results and abundantly 
proves the high value of the soll under ſrri- 
gation. It is thoroughly adapted to irri- 
gation, and a very wide range of crops can 
be grown upon it whenever water is applied 
The entire area occupied by it is irrigable 
and can be broken up in small farms once 
water is available. Twenty acres is amply 
sufficient for an average family when irri- 
gated in the best manner. All the crops suit- 
ed to the climate are possible, and it is suff - 
ciently productive to justify a high water 
tax.” 

* *s 
The Tehama Silt Loam. 

The Tehama silt loam is a similar type to 
the Maywood loam, which is one of the most 
important types of the area. Of it the fed- 
eral report states: 

“ When grain production was at its height 
this type was nearly all utilized and returned 
profitable yields despite its puddled and poor- 
ly drained conditions before pe prone The 
type has suffered decreased yields in com- 
mon with all the plains and upland types 
until at this time it is not extensively farmed. 
A paying crop of grain can be secured about 
every third or fourth year by summer fal- 
lowing, if favorable moisture conditions 
prevail In this uncommon case a mini- 
mum rainfall is most favorable. 

“The most extensive utilization Ton 
type depends entirely on irrigation. 
net adapted to fruit, berry, or alfalfa cul- 
ture under dry farming methods, and while 
partial success may be attained on the bet- 
ter areas, little can be done with these large 
typical areas, such as that surrounding Raw- 
son. This type, as mapped, can be relied 
upon to pleld good returns under irrigation, 
and, considering itz area, will contribute to 
the success of any large irrigation enter- 
prise supplying water at even more than 
average cost. The features which now ren- 
der the soil hard to handle in grain, namely, 
poor drainage and baking, will not be found 
to retard its irrigation developments ma- 
terially. A slight leveling of the surface 
and the formation of a few drains to carry 
off surface water can be accomplished in 
small tracts and at a slight expense. This 
would not, however, be justified by its re- 
turns as a grain soil. 

„This is a better soll as regards its pres- 
ent utilization than the other types of the 
same series. It will be found to surpass 
them in its capacity irrigation development 
and in its adaptation to general farm crops 
as well as grapes, the stone fruits, and al- 
falfa. In common with the other plain solls 
of the west side, extensive trrigation can 
only be had by a comprehensive gravity 
gyatem, supplied by storage of the floor wa- 
ters of the west side tributaries or by di- 
version from the main river at some point 
at a distance from the area. Underground 
water for pumping is not avallable in suffi- 
cient quantities or at a cost commensurate 
with the supply, and the elevation of the 
areas does not appear to allow extensive 
watering by pumping from the Sacramento 
river.”

The Corning Gravelly Loam. 
The Corning gravelly loam lies at an eleve- 
tion somewhat above the two other types 


" mentioned. It Is a light red or yellowish red 


loam of medium texture, often carrying 
quantities of coarse sand. At from twelve to 
twenty inches it is underlain by a deep red 
compact, heavy clay loam, practically free 
. from gravel. This subsoil becomes very hard 
and much cracked when exposed. The sur- 
face te usually sharply rolling, eroded by 
mall streams and marked by a hog wallow 
eurface. It i usually bounded by rather 
abrupt slopes or terraces. The areas are 
practically devoid of trees and brush. It is 
utilized mainly for grazing and is not capa- 
ble of development without irrigation. Many 
of the abandoned orchards are found of this 
type. A little irrigation by pumping ie prac- 
ticeck near Corning, but any extensive irri- 
gation is yet practicable. 

Of it the soil survey states: “With 
irrigation a limited range of crops is possibile. 
A citrus fruit industry is more likely to be 
developed upon this type than amy other of 
the area because of its air drainage features. 
Such triale as have been made show fruit of 
good quality. The climate conditions are 
rather adverse, however, for citrus fruits 
and the yields are low. Peaches, aimonds, 
grapes, olives, and figs wil) yield well with 
water and show a profit if the cost of supply- 
ing water does not prove excessive. It will 
always be expensive to supply irrigation 
water for this type and this will no doubt 
be one of the last soils of the area to be 
completely developed.” 

* 
Irrigation Is Awaited. 

Of this area in general the report states: 
“The Red Bluff area produces many agri- 
cultural products, but agriculture is in a 
very unsatisfactory state. The natural 
wealth of the section in undeveloped re- 
sources is immense. Its diversity of soils 
and favorable climatic conditions will some 
day make it a vast producer of widely varied 
crops and render it a section of small in- 
tensive farming industries. It has not as 
yet shared in that extensive irrigation devel- 
opment which has transformed so many of 
the other regions of the state into gardens of 
productiveness, All agricultural interests are 
feverishly awaiting irrigation development, 
and perhaps a foresight of the greater era to 
come discourages any attempt to make the 
most of present conditions. A realization of 
the next necessary step is everywhere pres- 
ent and land values as well as attitudes to- 
ward agricultural development all anticipate 
the coming of extensive irrigation. Prices of 
land over the entire area are based upon 
their worth as irrigable lands and not upon 
their intrinsic present worth without water. 
The improvements anticipated are certain to 
come and every one realizes the present 
transitory state of agriculture.”

Home Cleaning and Dyeing. 

For several years I have made and saved 
money by cleaning and dyeing laces at my 
home. Last summer I began to take orders 
also to clean white chips and panamas. I 
find beside having’ a nice little bank account 
I can buy all my Xmas presents, give some 
to charity, and add many things to the com- 
fort of our home that I could not have done 
otherwise. 

My formula for cleaning is as folows: 
Pour some gasoline in a bowl, stir in enough 
flour to form a thin paste, add a pinch of 
borax, and wash the article in the mixture. 
rinse in clear gascline and shake in the open 
air. For dyeing I also use a gasoline dye 


that I procure at the drug store. Flowers, . 
plumes, and many other articles I have also 
cleaned and dyed by this process with much 

success and profit.

Dresses for Small Children. 

Any woman can make a fair income if she 
can do plain sewing by purchasing small 
neatly designed shaker flannel and baby 
flannel and making simple little .French 
dresses for children from 1 to 6 years old. 

Buy a pattern with body and sleeves in 
one, containing the underarm gusset, as this 
g usset supplies extra material under the arm 
which ig necessary for an active romping 
child. Buy the 6 year size, as it may be 
used for any size dress under 6 years old 
by laying one-fourth inch plait on each 
shoulder and continuing to waistline both 
front and back. Shorten skirt one-haif inch 
‘for 5 year size and make each consecutive 
‘size that much smaller than preceding one. 
Thus one pattern will answer and still each 
‘dress will be well fitting. Use the 6 year 
belt pattern as each size requires about the 
same width around stomach, to avoid any 
pressute. 

Buy a fine quality of flannel for about 8 
cents a yard at a bargain sale, as often you 
will find 12% to 15 cent quality at a special 
sale sold for 8 cents. One year size requires 
one and one-fourth yards; 2 years, one and 
one-half yards, and s0 on, buying one-quar- 
ter yard more for each larger size. Use 
buttonhole tape, also bought at a sale for 
about 8 cents a yard. Often you can buy it 
for 5 cents and sometimes for 3 cents. By 
using this tape you save a great deal of time 
as I have found by experience. 

I have four children under 9 years of age 
and a six room flat to take care of, but I 
still can make six dresses and tidy my house 
and last, but not least, care for my family 
in one day. In the evening I gan make three 


dresses, which brings the total number for 


the dato nine dresses. Of course this can- 
not be’ done unless one uses the buttonhole 
tape. If I make the buttonholes I can make 
only four a day. The dresses cost the maker 
from 17 cents to 25 cents and sell for 35 
cents to 60 cents, according to materials and 
size. The cost includes material, tape, but- 


tons, and thread. Far more profit can be. 


made on each dress by buying finer materials 
such as serge, embroidery, albatross, silk, 
niull, poplin, plaids, and pongee, which are 
all suitable for little dresses, but not so many 
can be made each day as more care is re- 
quired, such as pressing and changing sew- 
ing silks, trimming and basting.. The silk 
mull, poplin, and pongee dresses are daintiest 
made perfectly plain with the neck and 
sleeves finished with ready made lace or net 
frilling sold at from 25 cents a yard up to $1 
a yard. These dresses sell for several dol- 
lars and are prettier than ready made ones.

“Will you kindly insert in the House- 
mothers’ Exchange a recipe for a washing 
fluid that will whften myclohes? F. H.“ 

To make the washing fluid, dissolve a can 
of potash in two gallons of boiling water. 
If you cannot get the potash, use some lye 
that you have tried and found good. Add 
to the mixture a half cup of household 
ammonia and a half cup of pulverized 
borax. Stir t.e.mixture, take from the fire, 
cover closely, and, when lukewarm, pour 
into bottles, closing these with rubber 
corks: When ready to use this mixture for 
whitening your clothes, put the boller of 
water on the stove, shave into it a half cake 
of a good laundry soap, and bring to the 
boil. Stir in a teacupful of the washing 
fluid. I take & for granted that the clothes 
will have been soaked over night and 
soaped in the soiled spots. Put them now 
into the boiler and boil hard for twenty 
minutes, then turn them into the tubs.

Slopping When Scrubbing. 

„ have an expensive Hnoleum on my 
kitchen floor. The edges where the strips 
are joined are not true, therefore some 
crevices have formed that are large enough 
to allow the water to run underneath, 
which will soon ruin the linoleum.

church. ‘These families lived in different 
places—New York, Albany, Tivoli-on-the- 
Hudson, and Los Angeles. Yet in every 


place I had the same trouble and loneli- 
ness to contend with that ‘ Emily F.’ men- 
tions. I would go to clubs and socials, 
but as soon as the other young people 
discovered what my work was I would 
be:shunmed by them all. Nobody knows 
how much I suffered, and you will hardly 
believe me when I tell you that the most 
pain was caused by the actual church mem- 
bers, who would be friendly enough with 
me until I Was obliged to say where 1 
lived and what my work was. From that 
time on I would scarcely be noticed. Yes, 
the memory of it all is still bitter to me, 
and the only way out of it, so far asl 
could see then, was to change my occu- 
pation or to marry. I did the latter, rather 
against my true inclination, for reasons 
which I need not state here. In some 
cases—in many cases—the choice would 
have proved disastrous. It almost did in 
my own case during the first years after my 
marriage. But now as each year opens 
with a little more brightness in it than 
the previous one held, I do not regret the 
step I took. 


The only course I can suggest to Emily 
F.“ is to get away from the cities and take 
a position in the country or in some small 
town where she will find herself treated as 
one of the family in many respects, and 
where she will meet other young people, 
and where i know for a certainty that 
she will spend many pleasant hours.

Again, in eye strain the lids sometimes 
twitch, or they may be very sensitive to light, 
or letters may become indistinct after a few 
moments’ reading. There are many other 
symptoms of eye strain, one of which is sick 

Some are troubled with dark spots dancing 
before the eyes. Sometimes these indicate 
an internal derangement. Sometimes they 
are the result of extreme nervousness, but 
they are often present in healthy eyes. 

The state of the general circulation may 
be judged by the appearance of the eyelids. 
The dark rings around the eyes, as referred 
to before, indicate sluggish circulation or 
even blood changes. Swelling or puffiness 
under the eyes, the so-called “ Wags,” are 


often the sign of some internal disorder. It 


is not uncommon to notice that the edges of 
the lids are red, or that there are little 
scales at the roots of the lashes. This may 
mean that you have used the eyes too much 
or have not slept enough, or it is often a sign 
that the eyes are strainedand need glasses.

Rubbing May Injure. 

If you ever rub the eye, always rub toward 
the nose, never toward the temple, and you 
should be careful about rubbing the eye at 
all, as it is a bad habit. From this inflam- 
mation sometimes follows, which may lead 
to injury of the sight. 

The attitude while working is of great im- 
portance to the eyes. The head should be 
kept as erect as possible. Stooping is very 
bad for the eyes. Fine needlework is also 
very tiring, and reading while riding, either 
in a train or carriage, may be harmful, for 
the constant movement of the book or paper 
calls for a continual change of focus, and so 
increases the strain. 
You should apply the same principles of 
rest to the eye which you use for the other 
parts of the body. If your work is close dur- 
ing the day rest your eyes at night, but if 
your work has been far distance work, 
yeu can read during the evening. 

Remember that the general health has 
much to do with the eye. One reacts upon 
the other, the eye and the general constitu- 
tion. 

The foolish practice in which some girls 
indulge of applying belladonna to the eyes 
in order to stimulate their brilliancy is most 
pernicious,’ 

A certain set of exercises is suggested for 
the eyes and is said to strengthen them. They 
consist in slowly turning the eyes upward 
and downward, from right to left, as far as 
possible, and from one corner of the orbit 
to the other. Then alternate the motions. 

The eyes are then rolled around, first to 
the right and then to the left. In going 
through these athletics for the eyes the 
muscles should never be strained. 
| An excellent movement to keep the ball of 
the eye round is to gently rub it toward the 
‘center with the tip of the thumb and fore- 
finger on either side. But if any of these 
manipulations makes the eye in the least 
red or sensitive, it is far better to avoid 
them. 

Of course, you know that in writing the 
light should always fall over your left shoul- 
der, because of the shadow otherwise cast 
by the hand or the pencil. It is never well 
to have light shine on the eyes from above. 
At night you may shield them with a shade 
made for this purpose. There. is no better 
headgear for the summer time than the 
piccuresque sunbonnet that is worn in the 
south. | . 
Proper Light for the Eyes. 

It is not advantageous to work in a sub- 
duell Mght,. although many girls’believe this 
to be true. The best light for most work is 
daylight, but when artfficial light must be 
used it should be steady and bright enough’to 
muminate the work we have to do, without 
dazzling the eyes or overheating the room. 

As to the kind of lights in use, kerosene 
is largely employed in country districts. The 
lamp has now been brought to such a state of 
perfection that when it is shaded by a sight- 
ty bluish or green shade its iMumination is 
very satisfactory. 

The gas which we usually find in cities has 
such an excess of yellow rays that it is apt 
to be hard on the eyes. The Argand burner 
is good, but itis very hot. The incandescent 
mantle that is so largely used in these dgys is 
a wonderful improvement in gas lighting.

Any light that flickers, such as candle 
light, is very bad for the eyes. Electricity 
will, undoubtedly, in. time become the gen- 
eral means for illuminating.

Saved $5 a Week. 


Some years ago my husband agreed after 
repeated requests on my part—to give mea 
certain sum each week on which to run the 
house. Weare a family of three and own our 
home and as he could afford the best he de- 
cided on $15 a week with which I was to pay 
all the bills for the table and any housework 
I wished to have done. 

I bought only the best and set an excellent 
table and had to pay no attention to econo- 
mizing. I sent out the laundry work by the 
dozen and hired a woman to do the cleaning. 
The last two years money has been rather 
scare in thia part of the country and 1 de- 
cided to see if I could economize and save 
from my allowance for the house enough to 
clothe mysef. By more careful attention to 
every detall I found that we could live on 
$10 a week instead of $15 and I had the $5 for 
my personal use. 

I do all my own marketing, insisting on 
the best, but never letting the butcher give 
me more than I ‘want. I use more of the 
cheaper cuts of meat by taking a little more 
time In making them appetitizing by care- 
ful cooking. I only serve meat once @ day. 
Use a good many soup bones, opt of which I 
make good nourishing soups. I avoid buying 
luxuries which have little food value, such 
as olives, pickles, mushrooms, sardines, 
oysters and lobsters. 

I buy my butter and eggs and chickens 
directly from the ranches (we live in a west- 
ern town), thereby saving a little and getting 
fresher@upplies, also lamb by the quarter in 
the winter. 

I now have a woman come to the house ev- 
ery other week to do the laundry work, and 
save considerable. I make my Own soap 
out of the grease left from cooking, as I use 
very few fried foods, as they are not as 
healthy. 

I do my own baking, which gives us better 
piesa, cakes, and bread, and te more economi- 
cal, Use a great deal of macaroni, rice, beans, 
and root vegetables rather than the expensive 
canned goods. Make my own preserves and 
jellies. 

I did not cut down any on my fruit bill or on 
cream and milk as I believe they save doc- 
tor’s balls. 

Would suggest to any one who wishes to 
save that they study. food values and buy 
the foodg that contain the most nutriment. 

I believe I set just as good a table as for- 

merly and know that my husband hes never 
moticed the difference and our health has 
been better.

Add Up Bills Before Paying. 

My experience in reducing the high cost of 
living has been of the most practical kind, 
so I gladly give my plans. The cost of 
provisions has been the hardest problem to 
solve, but I finally solved it so I could count 
upon a fixed sum each month. I found out 
first just what quantity of the staple gro- 
ceries were fequired each month; for in- 
stance, flour, sugar, potatoes, oatmeal, etc., 
and laid in the supply for the month. The 
-cost of these items was subtracted from the 
amount allowed. Next, the weekly expense 
of milk, butter, and eggs was taken from 
the allowance. What was left was divided 
by the number of days, and there I had 
what could be allowed for meats, the worst 
item with which to contend. 

I bought the cheaper cuts and did the mar- 
keting myself so I could select what was 
good. A 10 cent soup bone from the upper 
part of the shank provided meat and soup 
for two meals. A two pound roast of veal 
cut from the round and made to go farther 
by having a good bread dressing would pro- 
vide a meat dish for two days. A two 
pound roast of beef if cooked with sweet or 
Irish potatoes, would last two days. 

Pies are an expense and a luxury and were 
served but once a week. Cakes also were 
expensive, so cookies took their place Rice 
puddings, bread pudding, baked apples, and 
blanc mange offered the needful sweet for 
the meal. é 

Oatmeal is the most economical breakfast 
dish one can serve, and give to the family 
at the same time a food rich in nutrition. 
But it must be thoroughly cooked fo be di- 
gestible. To attain this let it cook the 
evening before while preparing supper, then 
reheat for breakfast. 

While it is best to pay cash as you go, 
in some families this is not convenient. But 
if you do keep a monthly standing account 
be sure to have a credit book of your own 
and add up your own bills before paying. 
Hurried bookkeepers sometimes make mis- 
takes often in favor of the storekeeper. 
Watch your gas and fuel bills in the same 
careful manner. Even some milkmen prove 
dishonest, as I discovered to my sorrow when 
I trusted too implicitly. 

The help employed often think they can 
help themselves when they see the various 
supplies laid in. This must be guarded against 
as it simply makes another leakage for 
the household money.

@ great deal of money thereby. And men

We never 
have a second vegetable, salads, and desert 
at the same time; any two of them is 
enough.

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This Cretan Playdround' of 
the Ancients Was the Equal in 
Splendor of Any Modern City 
—Paris, Vienna, London, New 
York—and Athens in All the 
Glory of Its Prime Was No 


More Superb. 


N the Isle of Crete a splendid villa, 
4,000 years old, has just been found, and 
many rich finds which show that Crete 
once had a civilization which greatly sur- 

patsed anything that Greece knew about. | 

This splendid city where Haghia Triada 

now stands was far superior to. Athens in 
1 prime. It was the New York and Paris of 
‘Ancient days, and here it was that the wealthy 
people from Greece, Italy, other parts of 


Grete and the orient came to enjoy the 


theater, to see the gladiatorial fights, to do 
weir shopp'ng, and to have a good time gen- 
erally. In this manorial hamlet are found the 
remains ‘of some beautiful villas, the much 
faded frescoes, mosaic floors, gold and silver 
vessels that tell of past riches and culture. 

The doorways have been repaired and re- 
stored, but the pavements and walls are as 
they were 4,000 years ago. The remains show 
that tk» village stood below, while the ruins 
of a splendid palace stand on the acropolis or 
the summit of the hill. 

The ruing show that this summer palace of 
the Minoan kings was spacious and was built 
of the purest Carrara marble. The interior 
was built in the Greek and Roman style about 
an open court. The court was handsomely 
adorned with mosaic~floors, marble benches, 
fountains, and frescoes on the walls: The 
first rooms were the libraries and dining halle, 
with the b‘ng’y rooms to one side and the 


this island blooms an enormous variety of 
flowers, including iris, crocus, lilies, tulips, 
and countless other gems of nature. These 
brilliant colors are in sharp contrast with the 
tints of olive foliage and green sea. 

Little more is known of the Minoan kings 
and their pe ple, although a number of writ- 
ten tablets Lave been found near the royal 


villa. But as Sir Arthur Evans, a celebrated 


archwologist, says: “These are couched in a 
local variety of the still undeciphered linear 
script of Crete. There are many more tablets 
like it. These tablets chow at this time there 
was a linear writing which was probably syl- 
labic. Inlaying was done with kyanos, crystal, 
and the precious metals. Bronze and stone 
vessels of great size and beauty were manu- 
factured. 
* * 
Fashions of 4,000 Years Ago. 

A lavish use was made of brilliant frescoes 
and painted reliefs for palaces and tombs. 
These frescoes are interesting because they 
show the style for women many centuries be- 
fore Christ. The costu.es exhibit an elabo- 
rate, tight fitting bodice, laced in front into a 


. small waist, with sbeyt sleeves, sometimes 


puffed, and a low open neck. The appearance 
is strikingly like that of a modern peasant

bodice worn without a chemisette, the favorite 
bell shaped skirts, the style of which is varied 
by plaited ruffles and straight bands or by 
diagonal flounces and bands, while often the 
ekirt is flounced from top to bottom with ruf- 
files of varying width and color. They wore 
long waving tresses doe into twists and co- 
quettish curls that might have been the work 
of a Parisian coiffeur de dames. 

But even in the days of greatest luxury 
Minoan men were far from self indulgent in 
their dress. The. frescoes show that only a 
clout was worn, in some cases short drawers 
or a loin cloth. Buckskins and puttees were 
common, and a‘thick belt that accentuated

Neck- 
laces and armlets were as popular with men 
as with women. They wore necklaces made 
of steatite, amethyst, carnelian, and rock 
crystal, and bracelets made of the same 
precious stones.

The day of the dismal is done. No longer 
does a heroine sniff through situations. No 
more does a wet handkerchief, knotted into 
a tight ball, roll away under the table, 
obliging the hero to duck his manly head and 
crease wrinkles into his well pressed shoulders 
before he can put his hand upon the clammy 
thing and restore it to the weeping fair one. 

Teary eyes, trembling lips, and faltering 
confessions have quite gone out. Clinging 
femininity in today’s novels is obsolete. 

Though this fall’s heroines may not display 
the forégoing qualities, their absence is not 
felt, for the ladies in question have substi- 
tuted a great many infinitely superior char- 
acteristics. Heroines this fall all have ex- 
cellent physiques, in addition to other bea u- 
ties. For the most part they are tall, well 
developed, with athletic likings; their cheeks 
glow with health, not cosmetics; their eyes 
shine, as nearly as printers’ ink can manaze 
it, and they carry with them an atmosphere 
of perfect well being. 

Another gradual development of the hero- 
ine character has to do with age. Possibly 
we haven’t reached the culminating point 
yet—by and by we may class everything in 
which the heroine is not a grandmother as 
a juvenile —but heroines are distinctly 
older than they used to be. In some books 
they are rather young, perhaps 18, but for 
the most part they are mature young women 
with well developed individuality. — 

In a few instances they are past their 


teens, widows sometimes—though widows

Being a dairymaid these days is far better 
than wearing one’s shoulders out dragging 
about a dusty old velvet mantle of dignity 
that no one appreciates but oneself. 
Strelsa, however, is not the only well-to-do 
heroine who is busy. 

The home heroines are all active. They 
make things comfortable; they give their men 
folks sympathy and encouragement; they put 
their studs in their shirts; they keep track 
of their business memoranda; they think up 


business and political maneuvers, and so on. 

Alas, will it soon be that to be a heroine 
one must be married? Does this threaten a 
dearth in heroines, since there are more 
women than men in the world? But that is 
confusing fact with fiction and no cause for 
worry, for a novelist, by mere thump of the 
typewriter, can execute a marriage as easily 
as he can produce a snow storm or bring a 
circus to town. 

But to go back to the heroines. Their 
efficiency develops along the line of helpful- 
ness, and they prove the most “helpful 
helpmates on record: when the time comes 
they turn every bit of their ability and skill 
to aiding their particular man.

Adieu to the Lily and Languid Lady. 

No longer is she the lily maiden tying a 
silken scarf to her knight’s arm and sending 
him forth while she sits snugly at home 
and makes tapestry. Of course, nowadays 
knights do not go to the world’s end for a 
fight: any knight with a drop of red blool 
in him can find a contest worth while at his 
very door. So that necessarily alters the lily 
maiden aspect slightly, but the real qghance 
is not due to circumstances.

Opportunities differ, but this makes 
no difference to the good intent of the hero- 
ine. Striking illustration of this is made 
by Mary in Mr. Oppenheim’s The Olym- 
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pian,” a daughter of wealth who gives her 
whole self to furthering her husband's finan- 
cial ambitions; by Eleanor Channing “ of 
Boston,” in Mr. Fisher’s “Cradle of the 
Deep,” who sets up civilization on a desert 
island: by Chrissy. the charmingly manly 
girl, in Mrs. Burnett's The Inheritance,” 
who Makes a home out of a homeless estab- 
lishment, carrying the burdens, financial and 
domestic, on her young shoulders to relieve 
her doctor. 

They have some minor feminine traits, do 
the fall heroines: for instance, a highly de- 
veloped millinery sense. Always they are 
exquisitely dressed, but their minds are not 
ahsorbed in the matter of raiment. 

They realize, of course, that feminine 
charm is a strong weapon and a valued pos- 
session, and they cultivate it. They are not 
above practicing wiles to confound the mas- 
culine judgment, and they succeed. But they 
are wise enough, designing enough, daughters 
of Eve enough, to keep their efforts out of 
sight: the werld sees only the delightful re- 
sults.

Should any official of the German diplomatic 
corps take such a step it would be looked 
upon as an expression of his wish to retire 
from service. 

For several years it has been known m 
diplomatic circles that the emperor of Ger- 
many, as well as his government, objeeted 
to American marriages among foreign repre 
sentatives, but the position of the Princess 
of Pless has caused the German ruler to give 
loud expression to his displeasure, Up te 
the present the emperor has had the great:

When her first son was 
born he and King Edward honored her by 
standing as godfathers for the bey.

The exchange of 
ideas serves to broaden and enlarge the 
viewpoint. Our men consider the afternoon 
tea a frivolous affair, but some day they will 
come to realize tts importance, 


Many of the ideas which have greatly 
influenced the thought of the world were 
born in some drawing room where a few 
clever people had gathered to discuss affairs 
in general over a cupoftea. They may have 
deen changed and adapted to better meet ex- 
isting conditions at some later time, but 
the idea originated at the much abused 
pink tea. 


The afterhoon tea has a great value. We 
wish to make our Friday afternoon affalrs a 
melting pot for ideas on educational, propa- 
gandist, and organization suffrage work. 
Women can come in informally after the 
orchestra concert and it will give our visi-

When the idea was first conceived by Mra. 
Trout and Dr. Blount, it was with the sole 
object of stimulatingsgan interest in the 
literature department of the state, of which 
Dr. Blount is chairman. Any number of 
splendid books bearing on the subject of 
woman’s suffrage have been brought out 
‘by the publishers during the last three 
years, many of them that should be read 
by every woman who calls herself a suf- 
fragist,” said Dr. Blount. It is surprising 
how many women are unacquainted with 
these recent works and, in my opinion, a 
short review of one book every Friday after- 
noon, with a general discussion following, 
accompanied by a cup of tea, will stimulate 
a greater enthusiasm and interest in the 
literature as well as the movement itself.” 

Interest in the movement in England was 
great, and the first lot of books were im-

We felt the need of more 
concise detailed information and wher our 
first lot of books sold within twenty-four 
hours after they had arrived we decided 
to enlarge the department and added many 
of the splendid new books which have been 
brought out by our American publishers in 
the last few years. At the end of the first 
year we had a stock on hand ten times as 
large as that we had started with. 

‘Whe department always nas been self- 
supporting, and we will attempt to make 
some money this year to pay for the pub- 
lishing of pamphlets useful for debates, We 
have an enormous demand for material from 
young debaters in high schools and college 
and have had prepared a pamphlet which 
includes some of the best arguments for 
suffrage, which is to be sent out from head- 
quarters especially for the debater's use.

publisher. The public is weary of the story 
that is a sociological tract in disguise. It is 
tired of the fiction with a mission, the fiction | 
that preaches and sermonizes and seeks 
converts to a cause.“ : 

This is a welcome sign. Sermonizing | 
novels neither amuse nor instruct, The 
story that seeks converts to a political or 
social movement is usually neither fiction 
nor sociology. Art does not jibe with prop- 
aganda. The novel which starts out to

“expose” Wall street, instead of“ portray: | 


ing” Wall street, is nearly always sure to 
turn out a poor specimen of art, and is worth- 
less as sociology. 

Works of fiction have inspired great social 
and political reforms. They were at the 
base of revolutions. They accomplished 
this, however, not by preaching and sermon- 
izing, but by portraying life faithfully, im- 
partially even, but with artistic skill. 

The Russian novelist Turgenev, who is 
almost without peer as a fiction writer, 
had much to do with the abolition of serf- 
dom in his country. He did this not by 


| preaching against serfdom in his writings 


but by portraying the life of the serfs faith- 
fully, artistically. People read and were 
amused at first. By the very absence, how- 
ever, of even the shadow of preaching or 
propaganda from these works they became 
a powerful indictment of the conditions they 
portrayed. People read and pitied and re- 
volted. 

The death of the novel which is used as a 
decoy by the author for smuggling his pet 
ideas or theories upon the unsuspecting 
reader may tend to quicken. real artistic 
writing. Certain it is that no movement 
or cause will suffer by it. The author who 
starts out to aid his cause by writing a 
novel about it seldom achieves his aim. 
Often, on the contrary, he succeeds in mak- 
tag it ridiculous.

It is unem- 
ployment. It is the underemployment of 
the little fellow’s father that is the problem. 

We in America have been venting our 
feelings in the last ten or fifteen years 
against a number of national ills, such as 
child labor, divorce, the social evil. We 
have considered each of these as separate 
and distinct. As a matter of fact, they ate 
all children of the same parents—unemploy- 
ment and industrial maladjustment. 

This industrial maladjustment, with the 
resultant seasonal and cyclica) periods of 
slack work, is now forcing upon the country 
an even graver issue. It is the “ dream 
home —the home that might have been. 
| Marriage is becoming a luxury to thousands 
of workingmen in the United States. They 
cannot afford a sweetheart. They cannot 
think of a home. Modern industry so de- 
crees. How? Turn back to the gate of 
the paper box factory and take one more 
look at the little child-man before he disap- 
pears from view. 

The little fellow—call him Eddie Smith 
ie son of John Smith, who works in a 
tannery. In May the slack season begins in 
tanneries. It extends for four months. 
When John Smith, the father, had but him- 
self and wife and one baby to support he 
managed to liye the four months without 
work on what he had saved during the busy 
season. When a second child came it be- 
eame harder. The savings did notygo so far 
now. When a third child came it became 
still harder. And when a fourth child came 
the Smith family was in a state of chronic 
poverty all the year around—all because of 
the unemployment season of three or four 
month They borrowed, and took pro- 
reac AB credit all through the months of 
unemployment, And then when the busy 
season came they skimped and economized 
to pay up the debts contracted in the four 
lean months. 

As John Smith's little boy, Eddie, was 
growing up the dreams and plans his parents 
formerly had for his future disappeared one 
by. oné. Necessity dictated that he go to 
work immediately upon reaching the age 
limit of 14 at something which would pay 
him a wage at once. The paper box factory 
pays wages to 14 year old boys like Eddie 
Smith at once, It pays $2.50 a week. That

VENTILATION AND EFFICIENCY. 
FEW days ago the chief surgeon, 
who on a certain railroad is the only 
employé with any information on 
sanitation, came in to see me with 
blue prints of the division superin- 

tendent’s office at a certain point on his road. 
What was originally one large room on the 
second floor had been cut up into about a 
dozen smaller rooms. 

Incidentally I want to say that a large 
part of the insanitary premises to be found 
everywhere is the result of making over a 
house so that it can be used for a purpose 
not centemplated when the house was de- 
signed. 

These rooms each have 2,000 to 3,000 
cubic feet of space, and each is occupied by 
three or four men. Each room has outside 
windows, and these on the corner have out- 
side windows on two sides. The use of 
tissue makes it necessary to keep the 
Windows down both summer and winter— 
that is to say, strong currents of air blow 
tissues around, and the men solve the cur- 
rent question by keping the windows down. 

On the east side of the building are the 
toilet rooms, and these communicate with 
the hall by a door and transoms. When 
the wind is from the east the odors are car- 
ried into the offices. 

The rooms are heated by steam, which 
circulates in pipes arranged along the out- 
side walls below the levek of the window 
sills. The amount of air space per person 
is 400 feet in seme instarices and 800 in 
others. In this estimate no allowance has 
been made for the space occupied by furni- 
ture and fixtures. 

There are no records to show the tem- 
perature or humidity of the room or any 
part thereof at any time. The men com- 
plain quietly that they are uncomfortable 
and logy, and they think the ventilation 
conditions make against health, though 
they could not say just what proof they had 
of their conclusions. 

. 

The above picture is so commonplace that 
it is scarcely worth while using the white 
paper needed to print it on. There are 
thousands of similar places. Having 
started the recital, there are hundreds of 
thousands of men and women who could 
have supplied the details and wound up by 
saying: 

We know all about such places; we work 
in them.” 

Had I said then that the employer loses 
money on every person forced to work in 
such a place, the multitude probably would 
have replied that they gave honest service, 
and they could not see where they could 
have accomplished more—which is just the 
point.“ 

A full day’s work cannot be done, and 
the man who falls short cannot see how he 
could have done more. He could not. The 
heavy, still, hot, humid, foulchir took the 
snap and eagerness out of him. He did less 
and was satisfied. The, say, 5 per cent 
clipped off of efficiency by bad ventilation 
bulks larger than any other loss suffered by 
the railroad. 


~oa— 

The problem of ventilating exists by rea- 
son of the problem of temperature. When 
there is no temperature problem there is no 
ventilating problem. Under a few circum- 
stances the problem of ventilation is compli- 
cated by the problem of cooling; under most 


‘circumstances, and particularly in the win- 


ter time, the problem of ventilating is a 
problem of heating. 

In the summer time the maximum com- 
fort is secured by raising the windows. 
Thus, without thought or special planning, 
ventilation takes care of itself. As a re- 
sult colds are few. pneumonia is at its low- 
est, scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, and 
smalipox inconsequential as compared with 
the winter—the season of poor ventilation. 

In the cold weather, unless there is plan- 
ning, the maximum comfort is secured by 
closing the windows,

The principal reason for heating a room 
is to heat the air. The people are makers 
of heat, not users of it. They make enough 
heat to heat their bodies and to heat all the 
air breathed in. In addition, they are fair 
ly good stoves for the air of the room. 

The inside walls are just about neutral. 
They sometimes feed ‘a little heat to the 
room; they sometimes take a little heat 
from the room; but they never affect the 
temperature much one way or the other. 

If the house has a snug basement the 
floor soaks up a little heat from the room. 
If the boiler is under the floor, the floor is 
a source of some heat. Nevertheless, the 
floor is just about neutral. 

The outside walls lose much heat on 
cold days. They stand midway between 
the cold of theioutdoors and the warmth of 
the indoors. On the outside the air is try- 
ing to cool the wall down, and on the inside 
the air is trying to warm it up. 

How much of a tax the outside wall is to 
be on the heat of the inside air will depend 
upon its thickness and the material of which 
it is composed. The parts made of glass 
will be a great tax: the parts of brick, mor- 
tar, and plaster will be less so. But much 
more of a tax than me outside wall is 20 
the incoming air. 


In a room, from the heat standpoint, you 
have the floors, cbilings, and inside walls 
as about neutral, the people as credits, and 
the outside wall and the incoming air as 
debits. The problem of heating is to add 
enought steam, hot water, hot air Heat, ur 
direct radiation to balance the account. 
It is important that the heat should be 
applied where it is needed. Above all it is 
needed where the cold air comes in. Second 
in importance is that it is needed where the 
cold walls are. As outside walls always 
lenk some, and usually leak a great deal, 
the heat is needed near the outside ways. 

As the windows are the coldest part of 
the wall, it is proper that the heat should 
be under the windows. So far our railroad 
friends are right—they string their heat 
in pipes around the walls. 

However, the chill that comes from ne 
walls is of small consequence as compared 
with the chill from the incoming air. There. 
fore the really important point is so toplace 
the heat that the incoming air is warmed 
before it comes in contact with the peaple. 

Nor is it necessary that all of it should 
be thus heated. If 80 per cent of it be heated 
it will rapidly warm up the small amount: 
that comes in cold. 

Cold air is heavy and warm air is tight. 
Cold air falls to the bottom two feet of the 
room. 

It happens that that past of the roosn ie 
inhabited by that part of the body which 
has leatt cold resisting power. 

The legs are masses of muscle. Most of 
the heat of the body is made up of muscle. 
When a perscn is walking the legs are the 
twin stoves. When a person sits quietly 
the legs are cold’ stoves. When one sits 
quietly at a desk. studying or keeping books, 
much of the blood is short circuited out of 
the legs and the cold stove becomes colder 
still. Now, when cold-air pours in through 
the windows and falls on the lowest two 
feet in the room, we have a combination of 


cold, almost bloodless feet, bathed in cold air. 


I have seen as much as ten degrees differ- 
ence between the temperature of the air 


— 


up next the ceiling and that next the floor. 
A difference of six degrees between the tem- 
dera ture of the air argund the head and 
that around the feet is not unusual, and that 
adds to the short circuiting to which allusion 
has just been made. 

If the room is cold all over it may not be 
uncomfortable, but there is no escape from 
discomfort when one's head is in à tem- 
perature of 70 agrees and one’s feet at 
degrees.

In the series of toons the amount of b air 
space per person is ample, if there is pro- 
vision for supplying them with plenty of air 
properly warmed. Ten times as much space 
would not. be enough with no provision for 
supplying fresh air. A tenth as much space 
would be enough it the provision for supply - 
ing fresh air were perfect. 

It is better, of course, that people should 
not be closely crowded together. If they are 
not badly crowded the ventilation can be 
rather poorly provided and not much harm 
result, whereas if they be jammed up ¢lose 
and the ventilation be poor the harm is 
great. 

As space costs money, why would if not 
be good business judgment to provide a good 
air supply and put ten people in a‘room 
uncomfortable and unhealthy under present 
circumstances when four occupy it? 

So far as this particular office is concerned, 
the plan wquld be to conduct the cold air 
from the window to the coils along the ways 
and to discharge the air in such a way that 
it would have to pass over the coils before 


it escaped into the room; then somewhere - 


to have some electric fans to draw the foul 
air out of the rooms. | 

The best place in that suite of offices is 
in the windows. of the toilet rooms. Ex- 
haust fans located at those windows would 
make the toilet rooms an area of low press- 
ure and would induce a flow of air from the 
offices to them. 

To supply the low pressure thus induced in 
the offices, air. would flow into the rooms 
from the outside, thence over and. through 
the heat coils. 

Perhaps one set of exhaust fans would 
not be enough. That is a point for the fan 
man to work out. It would have to, be de- 
termined by how well the house is shieldefl 
against the wind, how free is the communi- 
eation between the rooms, and such ques- 
tions.

A better arrangement still would be fans 
to exhaust the foul air and other smaller 
fans at the inlet windows to pull in the air 
and send it just where it is wanted. With 
the force that the small inlet fans develop, 
the incoming air could be both warmed and 
cleaned before it is discharged into the room 
—a point that is worth considering in a 
rhilroad office, 

Under such a plan the air down near the 
floor would be but a few. degrees lower than 
the air next the ceiling. It would be but a 
degree or two lower than at the head zone. 
In consequence the room would be comfort - 
able. 

Of more consequence is the fact that the 
men would be less liable to colds, coughs, 
neuralgia, and rheumatism. They would 
do more work in a day, and the number of 
men to each room eould be increased. 

From time to time the windows can be 
thrown open and the rooms blown out. 
Nothing takes the place of that. When it is 
done several times a day the men feel bet- 
ter, are healthier, and can do more work.

To chill and freshen all the air in a room, 
the occupants standing up or otherwise ex- 
ercising for a few minutes, is a different 
matter from the constant letting in of a 
little cold air, Which immediately falls to 
the floor and stays there. 

Whatever method of ventilation is em- 
ployed there must be arrangement for peri- 
odic blowing out. If any system does not 
allow of this procedure there is no further 
need of discussing that system. This one 
point alone is enough to condemm it. 

Finally, these offices should be equipped 
with thermometers and hygrometers. The 
chief clerk should arrange to have an hourly 
humidity and temperature record kept. This 
record should be placed on the desk of some 
responsible official every morning. This bit 
of bookkeeping is essential.

PROMPT ACTION ON TARIFF | 


Chicago Bankers to Be Examined 
by Pujo Committee on 
Alleged Trust. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.— [Special. 
When congress reconvenes on Thursday it 
will begin active preparation for the enact- 
ment of legislation during the next adminis- 
tration. | 

The ways and means committee of the house 
will inaugurete tariff hearings 

The judiciary committee of the house will 
examine trust magnates and lawyers with a 
view to determining upon changes to be made 
in the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The Pujo committee will resume its exam- 
ination of financiers, placing on the stands 
officers of Chicago and other banka. 

The subcommitiee of the house committee 
on benking and currency will study existing 
banking laws and recommend changes to be 
made therein. 

The house committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries will investigate the coastwise 
„ shipping trust.“ 

A especial inquiry will be ordered by the 
house into the business and political opera- 
tions of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad company. 


Reports to Be Received. 

In addition congress will receive reports 
from: 

The senate committee on interstate com- 
merce, which has taken a vast amount 
of testimony on the anti-trust subject. 

The subcommittee of the senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, which 
has conducted the inquiry into campaign 
receipts and expenditures. 

The subcommittee of the senate foreign 
relations committee, which has investi- 
gated chargese that Americans and Amer- 
ican interests are responsible for the un- 
rest in Mexico and the attempted revolu- 
tions in Cuba. 

The tariff hearings are expected to ‘ast 
during the entire session. While they are 
under way. Mr. Underweod and his associ- 
ates on the ways and means committee wil) 
be engaged In formulating their several tariff 
measures. 

Under the plan agreed upon by President 
Elect Wilson, Speaker Clark, Mr. Underwood, 
and the senate leaders the tariff will be re- 
vised schedule by schedule. The first din 


to be reported to the house probably will be 
that reducing the tron and steel duties. 


Barly Start on Tariff. 

While the wave and means committee is 
holding hearings the Democrats of the 
anan committee of the senate wil] be study- 
ing rates. so as to be ready for action when 
the house meexures reach their chamber. In 
fact. evervthing pointe to the utmost ex- 
pedition in tariff legisiation by the Democrats 

Both Mr. Clark and Mr. Underwood have 
urged President Elect Wilson to call the 
extra session immediately after March 4 
They want him to confine the business of that 
session to the tariff only. If they ba ve their 
wav congress will assemble on March 25 or 
thereabouts. The first tariff bill will be re- 
ported without delay, and others will follow 
promptly. 

Tt is realized that the more haste displayed 
the less disturbances will occur in business, 
because merchants and others will krow ex- 
actly where they stand, and will be able to 
act accordingly. 

The leaders are ambitious to makea record 
in the way of a brief tariff session. That 
called by President Taft in 1909 extended from 
March 25.10 Aug. 5, almost five months. The 
Democrats will endeavor to close up their 
work in three months. 


To Call Chicago Bankers, 

The proceedings of the Pujo committee 
will be of interest to the middle west since 
it is intended by Mr. Untermyer, counse! 
for the committee, to place on the stand 
George M Reynolds, president of the Conti 
neniel and Commercial bank; J. J. Mitchell, 
president of the Llinois Trust and Savings 
bank end James B. Forgan. president of the 
First National bank of Chicago. In the 
statistical report prepared by experts for 
the committee it was charged that the three 


members of the money trust.“ 

These witnesses will be required to testify 
as to the amount of money contributed by 
their institutions in the acquirement of prop- 
erties by the combined interests, and also 
with reference to the amount Of money sent 
by them to New York through their connec- 
tions in that city which was used in stock 
manipulation.

Work on Currency Bill.

It is under- 
stood this subcommittee has agreed in a 
general way upon a bill combining features 
ef the Fowler bill and the Aldrich bill. The 
measure approves the Fowler proposal! for a 
note issue based on gold, and the Aldrich 
recommendation of a centrai reserve. Con- 
sideration also is being given to a sugges- 
tion to utilize in this country, as in Eng- 
land, a bill of exchange, even should it be 
necessary to charter new banks with the ex- 
clusive privilege of handling this class of 
business.

REOPEN BATHTUB TRUST SUIT 


Federal Officials Plan Second 
Trial in Detroit Soon. 


SAY FIRMS FIXED PRICES. 


Rebates and Penalties for Manafac- 
turers Alleged. 


Detroit, Mich,, Dec. 28.— [Special. I That 
the individuals and firms composing the so- 
called bathtub trust will be tried here a sec- 
ond time in the near future is the report that 
comes from Washington and was confirmed 
partially by District Attorney Clyde L 
Webster. | 

I have heard that the defendants are to 
be retried soon but have no definite informa- 
tion yet.” said Mr. Webster. I presume if 
anything is to be done along that line this 
office will hear from Mr. Wickersham in due 
time, As yet I have heard nothing definite.“ 

The “bathtub trust was composed of 
about sixteen firms and thirty-two individ- 
uals, as alleged by the goverament. In its 
bill of particulars at the trial here early in 
1911, Edwin P. Grosvenor, Frank H. Watson. 
and District Attorney Arthur J. Tuttle, now 
judge of the federal court, asserted that these 
firms and individuals, with the codperation 
of Edwin L. Wayman, had a price agreement, 
refused to sel! to all who would not observe 
it» terms, and that this entire arrangement 
was based on a@ patent enamel sifted con- 
trolled by Wayman. 


System of e 

This, it was shown, had been turned over to 
him by some of the defendants, and in put- 
ting his scheme in operation he had a sys- 
tem of rebates and penalties for the manu- 
facturers. The government claimed that 
through this arrangement competition was 
stifed and that the defendants were operat- 
ing in restraint of trade, in violation of the 
Sherman act. 

After a trial lasting @pout three weeks all 
those defendants who Wére not acquitted by 
direction of Alexis C. Angell, then judge. 
and some who were granted immunity es- 
eaped by a disagreement of the jury. It 
stood seven for conviction and five for ac- 
quittal, 


Civil Suit Disposed Of. 

Since that time the civil sult which the 
government began at Baltimore has been 
disposed of by the United States Supreme 
court. The court at Baltimore issued a tem- 
porary injunction against the defendants and 
thig not long ago was made permanent by 
the higher court, which held that the bath- 
tub men could not contend that because 
the enamel sifter with which the tubs were 
enameled was patented that the patent rights 
extended to the tubs themselves. 

Arthur J. Tuttle, then district attorney, 
is now judge of the District court and of 
course could not sit in the case. It is be, 
lieved Judge Sessions of Grand Rapids will 
preside shouwid Mr. Wickersham decide to 
ask for a retrial. Mr. Grosvenor, special 
assistant to the attorney general; Mr. Wat- 
eon, former district attorney and District 
Attorney Webster will undoubtedly handie 
the case for the United States. 


ENFORCEMENT OF FOOD LAWS 
INCREASES COST OF LIVING. 


Department of Agriculture So Asrerts 
in Report Concerning the Rigid In- 
gpection of Milk. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—Rigid rules 
enforced by health authorities are responsible 
in a measure for the high cost of living,’ 
in the opinion of the department of agricul- 
ture, expressed in a report issued today. In 
discussing the question of milk inspection, 
the report says: 

The health authorities of the country 
generally are seeking to give the pubiic a 
higher grade of milk than the public is 
demanding or is willing to pay for, and the 
attempt is too often made to put the entire 
cost of improvement on the producer.” 

Breeding experiments with cows, milking 
goats, poultry, sheep, and other foods and 
food producing animale age being pressed 
with a view to incoréasing the output of food 
and lessening the cost. 

The department found that during the 
year there was little attempt on the part 
of | packers to market unfit goods. For the 
most part meats found to be questionabie 
were Merely unsavory because of the use 
of rancid oils or fats used in preparation.

Utilities Bserd Values It at 
$27,297 a Mile; Capitaliza- 
tion $146,391. 


BASED ON KANSAS LINES. 


Legislature at Next Session Will 
Seek to Find a Remedy for 
the Situation. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 28.—[Special.}—Kansas 
has just made a discovery. It believes the 
Union Pacific railroad in Kansas has about 
$100,000 of water a mile in it. A 
legislative investigation is promised thie 
winter to find out about this and see if some 
method cannot be. 8 to give the Union 
Pacific a “ squeeze” ‘and remove some of 
the water soaked stocks\and bonds now out- 
standing against the company’s property. 

Two years ago the Kansas legislature en- 
acted a law directing the public utilties 
commission to make a physical valuation of 
the property of the Kansas railroads. The 
work was started eighteen months ago and 
hag just been completed for one rallroad, the 
Union Pacific, the smallest of the five large 
lines operating in the state. 

With the completion of the Union Pacific 
valuation the state has struck a snag. The 
physical valuation was ordered so the state 
would have a basis for fixing freight 9 
passenger rates, 


Figures on Valuation. 

Now that the value is determmed the state 
finds itself up against the following set of 
figures: 

Actual physical ‘value of the road as 
it stands is 627,207 a mile. 

Unton Pacific’s Kaus lines could 
be reproduced at $36,976 a mile. 

State taxes the company on a valua- 
tion of $40,860 a mile. 

Company has to earn dividends on «a 
valuation of $146,391 a mile. 

It is in the first and last items of the tabu- 
lation that the troubledappears. Under the 
Kansas law directing the taking of the physi- 
cal value of the railroads the Union Pacifie 
is required to fix ite freight rates to make a 
reasonable return on a valuation of $27,207 
a mile, while the company has outstanding 
stocks and bonds amounting to $146,301 and 
it must earn dividends and Anterest on this 
capitalization. 

There is not so mugh difference in the sec~ 
ond and third items. One represents what 
it would com to go out and buy the right of 
way, the promotion expenses, grade the road- 
bed, lay the ties and steé}, construct the 
bridges and buildings, and purchase the roll- 
ing stock necessary to Operate the Union 
Pacific properties n Kansas. 

What Report Shows. 

The difference bet u een the aciual value and 
the cost of reproduction ig the cost of all 
new materials to replace the used materials 
and equipment now in the road. The tax 
value on which the company pays taxes in 
Kaneas is fixed by the state tax commission, 
and it takes into consideration not only the 
actual value of the property but also the 
value of the franchises held by the company 
and the intangible value which is given a 
“ going concern.” 

The franchises are worth a good sum of 
money and the fact that the road is in opera- 
tion and on a paying basis is also taken Inte 
consideration when the tax values are fixed. 

When the Union Pacific was built through 
Kansas as the old Kansas Pacific the govern- 
ment gave the company a right of way 400 
feet wide and extending 400 miles across the 
staie. The company did not pay a penny for 
its right of way, but the actual value of the 
lands now taken in the right of way had to 
be added in to make the actual value of the 
property. 

According to the utilities commission the 
Union Pacific has issued capital stock for 
$89.145 a mile and its bonded debt is $57,246 
a mile, making a total of $146,301 a mile 
which represents the book value of the prop- 
erty, or the amount of money supposed to 
have been invested in building the lines. This 
book valde is eight times the actual value 
and nearly four times the taxable value and 
five times the cost of reproducing the line. 
Still Kansas has to pay freight and passenger 


‘rates which will return dividends and inter- 


est on this book valué. 

After the legislature learns just how much 
actual water there is in the property 
steps will be taken to see if Kansas cannot 
squeeze some of the water out and thereby 
make it possible to reduce freight rates in 
Kansas.

Haines of the 
University of Chicago, and severai chemists 
and toxicologists from downtown to ald him 
ir nis prea. 

The coroner has contended such a tabora- 
tory is necessary to aid him in clearing up 
deaths due to poisons. He says such an ap- 
propriation,would save the county money be- 
cause it has been necessary to employ chem- 
ists and toxicologists at great expense in 
many poison cases.
